CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION was de-. 
scribed as “information the unauthorized |

to the interests or prestige of the nation, any | 
governmental activity, or an individual; | 
would cause administrative pea seca Or | 
difficulty.” | 

After the American press had shown that | 
universal application of a classification sys- 
tem could both clog the channels by which 
news of federal action reaches the public and 
shelter abuses by timid or self-serving of- 
ficials, Representative George Bender of 
Ohio asked, on behalf of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures of the executive de- 
partments that action be postponed. 

The committee subpenaed executive de- 
partment officials and documents and the 
entire official version of the plan was ex- 
posed. Thereafter it became dormant, but 
the executive order under which it was 
drafted was not rescinded and Mr. Tru- 
man, far from acknowledging error, casti- 
gated the press for its criticism of the plan.

peace. The free press right has not been 
generally infringed by laws imposing penal- 
ties on reporters who get classified informa- 
tion or newspapers that publish it in the 
public interest. 


But in the heat of outrage over some fu-| 


ture breach of official secrecy Congress might 
pass such laws, and the Supreme Court might 
It would be very foolish for 
the press to occupy a position where it would 
have to face such a test if it can avoid it. 

Is the nature of the world situation such 
that wholesale subversion of the public’s 
simple right to know what Government is 
doing is justified? I have heard all the 
arguments that it is, and to me they do not 
carry conviction. It is interesting that the 
White House has made no great effort to 
demonstrate the necessity for general sup- 
pression of information. 


It has been argued that the Federal Gov- 
ernment stands in constant danger of being 


| penetrated, and that this justifies the classi- 


fication system. Tne argument is nonsense. 
If a Dr. Klaus Fuchs penetrates a Govern- 
ment department the classification system 
will no more hinder than help him in his 
work, 

Security of information invariably depends 
upon the feliability of personnel and the 
classification system invites spies to place 
themselves at the defined crossroads of the 
traffic in secret information, just as Fuchs 
placed himself. 

Does the system tend to reduce negligence 
in the handling of secret information? Does 
it induce “security consciousness?” I have 
heard these questions argued up one side and 
down the other, and the sane conclusion 
seems tq be that a classification system clogs 
and clabbers communication to such an ex- 
tent that the mathematics of probability are 
against both as much knowledge or as much 
disclosure. But there is no assurance that 
leaks of important information will be re- 
duced by impeding the whole flow. 


WHY, THEN, ADOPT THE SYSTEM? Have 
there been any leaks recently that make it 


tial reason to believe it differs in any im- 
portant respect from the one put forward 
in 1947. It w inherent in the nature of 
the system that it must be the same, and 
that it will contain all the abuses that are 
tolerated in the military departments be- 
cause lives can be endangered there by 
leaks of information. 


The essence of the system from the pub- 
lic’s point of view is that it empowers of- 
ficials in the executive departments—often 
very minor civil servants with no political 
responsibility—to determine what the public 
shall be told wee what the Government is 
doing. . 

There should be no. mistake about this, 
and no wavering confusion: The power to’ 
decide what the public shall be told is 
absolute and unlimited because officials of 
the executive departments will have com- 
plete power to prevent the public from 
learning what is being kept secret. 

It is inherent in this system that no inde- 
pendent review can be had of how the un- 


abused. unless the system itself is broken 
down by Congress or by newspaper men who 
are willing to abstract secret Government 
documents and brave the consequences. 


THE PRESS and the public will be best ad- 
vised not to place too great reliance in Con- 
gress for preventing ‘the abuse of such a 
system. Congress itself now conducts a 
major share of its important business in 
secrecy of one form or another; and at the

This stubborn insistence that the public 
business be conducted in private comes 
from a coterie of quite able public servants 
who believe the burden of continuous re-

These men—and any 
savvy. Washington correspondent can name 
them—conspicuously lack the indispensa- 
ble capacity of a politician to suffer fools 
gladly; and they almost visibly wince when 
required to face “the great beast” in all 
its (the people’s) whimsicality.

Air Support for Troops

Is an Urgent Problem—

Now in Sight 


Army and Air Force Contend for Tactical Air Control — 
System Used by U.S. Marines Is Held as an Example of 
Successful Co-ordination of Planes and Ground Forces 
— Joint Tactical Air Support Board Seeks Answer.

The Air Force is planning to support the 
ground forces with tactical atomic bombs, 
but the Army belives it should control this 
operation, select the targets and command 
the means of delivery. The rumors being 
heard about developing atomic artillery 
probably can be traced to the Army’s dis- 
satisfaction with Air Force control of what 
promises to be the decisive weapon of ground 
warfare. 

The different views of the Army and Air 
Force are held in good faith. They do not, 
on either side, represent any sort of struggle 
for prestige or position. The Air Force feels 
that only air officers are capable of com- 
manding and using effectively the capabili- 
ties of air power. They believe that parcel- 
ing planes out permanently in support of 
specific divisions or armies is a waste of the 
flexibility of the airplane. 

The Ground Forces, on the other hand, 
feel that they should select the targets of 
most importance to’ them to be hit, and 
that they cannot count on air support when 
they need it unless the air units are placed 
under their operational control. 


Even though the Air Force can make a 
good case for its position, it must accept the 
blame for the development of the present 
impasse. It appeared to have lost interest 
in tactical air after the war. The Tactical 
Air Command was successively reduced un- 
til it finally contained only one group of the 
Air Force’s 48 groups. 

At about this time an Air Force reorgani- 
zation placed the Tactical Air Command as 
a subordinate agency in the Continental Air 
Command, an admission that TAC was mori- 
bund. This was justified on the ground of 
economy, but the fact is, that five new Air 
Force headquarters were activated at the 
same time. 


THE AIR FORCE was in the hands of the 
big bomber boys who held the doctrine, al- 
though it was never official Air Force doc- 
trine, that the only air power of importance 
was the atomic bomb carrier and its defense. 
The great tactical air commanders of the 
Second World War, who had performed so 
superbly in support of General Eisenhower's 
and General MacArthur’s armies, were un- 
able to make their point with the heavy 
bomber clique. 


The result was not only the reduction of 
tactical air to one group, but an almost 
eomplete lack of combined maneuvers with 
the Army to keep alive the techniques of 
close support of Ground Forces. These 
techniques had been well developed and 
were effective in World War II, but were 
allowed to fall into disuse until the war in 
Korea showed how deficient the arrange- 
ments were for co-ordinating ground and 
air operations. 


The Air Force originally was organized as 
a part of the Army to support ground opera- 
tions. The Army itself, and General Mar- 
shall in particular, were the main advocates 
of its separation into an independent and 
equal service. The Air Force had, there- 
fore, an obligation, to continue to provide 
the support which the Army required and to 
keep alive the techniques of close support of 
Ground Forces. 

It was inevitable that the Ground Forces 
under such conditions would attempt by one 
means or another to obtain the air support 
which the Air Force was not planning to give 


them. This is behind suggestions that the’ 


Army have its own tactical aviation, or that 
the Air Force be required to provide a stipu- 
lated amount of tactical air for each field 
army. It is the Army contention that the 
Air Force should provide close support to 
field armies at the rate of three groups for 
each four divisions in the field army. It 
should be noted that this is one-third of the 
air support provided by Marine aviation to 
Marine divisions. 


The Army has other complaints. It does 
not believe that the aircraft used for close 
support are suitable. It feels that the Army 
should be consulted on the characteristics 
of the planes which are te work with 
ground troops. The Army cites the Marine 
AD 4 (Skyraider), as an example of an ef- 
fective close-support airplane which stil) is 
able to live in air filled with enemy jets.

HE struggle between the Army and the Air Force over the control of tac- 
tical air power is entering a new phase with the prospect of using atomic 
bombs tactically against enemy troops, The old issues remain unresolved 


and their minimum speed is too great for 
full effectiveness, ¢ 


THE PROBLEM of operational control is 
a thorny one. This term, of which much will 
be heard in the future, means that units 
working with another service take their or- 
ders for military operations from the service 
to which they are attached. They ao not 
come under the command of the using serv- 
ice for administration or discipline. 

The Air Force has demanded and received 
operational control of Army anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery when it is working with the Air Force, 
but is unwilling to accept Army operational 
control of Air Force units working with the 
Army. 

So far in this exposition it might. appear 
that the Air Force is playing @ dog-in-the- 
manger role, but this is not the case. The 
Air Force was unquestionably at fault in the 
past neglect of tactical aviation. But it does 
have persuasive arguments against special 
purpose planes for close support of ground 
troops, against fixed allocation of aircraft to 
field armies, and against operational control 
of aircraft by the Army. 

The Air Force points out that its resources 
are limited. An all-purpose fighter or fight- 
e1-bomber can not only provide close support 
of ground operations, but also can be used as 
a defensive fighter and can go on missions to 
protect bomber flights. A special close-sup- 
port airplane, which would have small value 
for other purposes, would be wasteful. And 
in Korea the B-29 medium bomber is proving 
to be the most effective close-support air- 
piane. 

As for fixed allocations to field armies. the 
Air Force contends that this does not make 
full use of the flexibility and capubilities of 
the airplane. Ground forces do not need 
continuous air support. Except in emergen- 
cies, or on occasions when everything must 
be thrown at the enemy, artillery, within its 
range, is much more effective than aircgaft. 
The better mission for the airplane is to seek 
out and destroy the enemy and his supplies 
before they can reach the fighting zone. 


Tying aircraft operations to an army would 
niean that they would be use only over a 
front 50 to 100 miles wide. The aircraft could 
te used, if under central Air force control, 
over fronts of three or four hundred miles. 
Tnerefore allocation to armies is wasteful 
and fails to make use of the flexibility of the 
yuane, Admittedly, it would: be cheering for 
each army commander to have some aire 
plenes at his beck and call. But if they were, 
tney could not be used two or three hundred 
miles away where they might be needed des- 
perately. ‘ 

If aircraft are not tied to armies there is 
no problem of operational control. Control of 
close support aviation is now provided by tac- 
tical air control parties furnished by the Air 
Force at a ratio of one for each division and 
each infantry regiment. These parties, con- 
sisting of three or four men, a jeep and ra- 
dio sending and receiving sets live with the 
Ground Forces and bring the fighters in, op- 
erating through mosquito planes in the air. 
There is no complaint about the system, al- 
though experience in Korea indicates that 
the number of control parties is insuffi- 
cient. One for each battalion would be pre- 
ferred in such rugged country. 


All these considerations are based on a 
situation where our forces have air superi- 
ority. We have not so far had to fight with- 
out it. But if battle were joined in Europe 
our Air Forces as well as our Ground Forces, 
would be on the defensive and inferior in 
strength. Under such conditions the great- 
est service air power could perform for the 
Ground Forces would be to protect them 
from Soviet tactical air. 

The Ground Forces have a tendency to 
divorce the ground battle from the air situa- 
tion. But when we are on the defensive in 
both ground and air, the air situation must 
have priority and air superiority will be the 
greatest asset that the air can give® the 
ground, 

Marine techniques and operations in 
close support are admitted by the Air 
Force to be superior. But the Marine al- 
location of close support aircraft, which is 
on a scale three times as great as that even 
asked by the Army, is a luxury which can 
be justified only by the special Marine 
amphibious mission and a small corps. . 


There are not enough air groups in the 
world to support armies on the Marine scale.

The authority for that statement is President 


Truman. Both Mr. Truman and National Dem- 
ocratic Chairman Boyle now face the question of 
how they can square the President's own stated 
principle with the disclosures in the Boyle in- 
vestigation. 

Far from being vindicated, as he blandly 
claimed, Mr. Boyle has more to explain than 
ever. His connections with American Lithofold 
Corp. are only a part of the picture that 
emerged before the Hoey subcommittee. 


What the picture shows is Mr. Boyle accepting 
at least eight legal cases, all dealing with the 
Government in one way or another, after he 
became executive vice chairman, which was 
equivalent to acting chairman, of the Democratic 
National Committee. The picture shows that 
Mr. Boyle profited from these cases to the ex- 
tent of at least $60,000. a 

If that is not an instance of a party official 
deriving financial benefit from dealings with 
the Government, what is it? 

Mr. Boyle’s story is that on becoming a sal- 
aried executive of the national committee he 
“sold” these eight cases, along with others, to 
Max Siskind for $150,000. But Mr. Siskind re- 
ported his payments to Mr. Boy le as “forward- 
ing fees,” not as purchase installments. Mr. 
Boyle himself reported them as earned income. 
They would have the public believe that there 
was no signed contract to cover a $150,000 
transaction. 

Does not the whole story suggest, as Senator 
Nixon said, that the alleged sale of Mr. Boyle’s 
law practice was a “subterfuge” by which Mr. 
Boyle continued to share in the law business 
while directing party affairs? 

It is curious indeed that, according to Mr. 
Boyle, he “sold” every case except the Lithofold 
ease. This, the public is asked to believe, was 
a gift which a surprised Mr. Siskind received 
right out of the blue. 

When asked why the Lithofold case was not 
included in the “sale,” Mr. Boyle said lawyers 
do not sell retainers. Yet one of the eight cases 
which he did sell—that of the Simpson Oil Co.— 
was a retainer case. Does this not suggest that 
the full Lithofold story has not yet been told? 


Now that the committee is to examine Mr. 
Boyle’s complete tax returns and bank accounts, 
and is to question more Lithofold witnesses, the 
public is entitled to demand that the full story 
be told. If the use of party influence for pri- 
vate gain is wrong, an effort to brazen it 
through with half-truths and evasions is almost 


worse. 
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‘Senator Benton’s Courage 

The case.of Senator Benton against Senator 
McCarthy is now before a Rules subcommittee 
consisting of five Senators. 

Under oath, the Connecticut Democrat accused 
the Wisconsin Republican of being guilty of 
“perjury and deception of the American pceo- 
ple.” To document his charges, Senator Benton 
presented 10 “case studies” of assertions and. 
acts of Senator McCarthy which warrant, in 
the opinion of his critic, the Senator's ouster. 

Senator Benton’s charges and the course he 
proposes are just about as severe as could be 
put to the Senate by one of its members about 
a colleague. If history has seen a similar case it 
does not come to mind. The Lorimer case of 40 
years ago involved bribery. The charge here 
is lying and deliberately deceiving people. 

In view of this, it is fortunate that the sub- 
committee includes some of the very best mem- 
bers of the Senate. The Republicans are Robert 
C. Hendrickson of New Jersey and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Chase Smith of Maine. The three Demo- 
crats are Guy M. Gillette of Iowa, Mike Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma and Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr., of Missouri. 

These Senators can be counted on to give the 
Benton resolution the serious attention which it 
deserves. What they do will have a most im- 
portant effect on the Rules committee, as a 
whole, and in turn on the Senate. 

Meantime let this be said for Senator Ben- 
ton: He is a man with real courage. Though one 
of the lowest ranking Senators in seniority on 
the Democratic side, he has taken a stand for 
honor and decency in the Senate which his eld- 
ers apparently were afraid to take. It is not 
necessary to support to the full every contention 
of bis to say that he is a brave man, uncowed 
by old Senate customs. 

The American people may well mark Senator 
Benton’s appearance before the subcommittee. 
It could be that a turning point occurred when 
he sat there and calmly but firmly told the 
Senate why it should vote to unseat one of its 
own members.

School Board Headache 


The School Board’s solution to the problem 
of serious overcrowding at Sumner and Vashon 
high schools for Negroes is a makeshift that 
may lead to further complications. Yet the board 
in fact can do little more to alleviate these con- 
ditions until it can put up new schools. 

Conversion of the Bates and Marquette ele- 
mentary schools for use by ninth-graders from 
Sumner and Vashon will help relieve pressure in 
those two high schools. Unfortunately, however, 
such action tends at the same time to reduce 
the board’s ability to expand Negro elementary 
facilities, which also are strained. 

This is because most of the white elementary 
schools on the perimeter of St. Louis’ Negro 
community are well filled, thus making it all but 
impossible for the board to convert any of them 
for use by Negro elementary pupils. Practically, 
therefore, Negro elementary pupils are hemmed 
in. When white pupils from Bates and Marquette 
have been transferred to other buildings, the 
situation will become that much tighter. _ 

The key to the problem is construction of a 
new technical high school for white students, a 
project to which the board is now committed. 
For when that building is opened, Hadley Tech- 
nical, now a white school set in a take com- 
munity, can be made into a combination aca- 
demic-technical high school for Negroes. Also, 
Bates and Marquette then could be used as 
Negro elementary schools. 

Meantime, the board should be acquiring sites 
and preparing to build the two 16-room and four 
eight-room elementary schools for Negroes that, 
along with the new white technical high school, 
are among the projects contemplated in the $17,- 
* 230,000 bond issue. 

The present situation has been growing for 
years, Had the voters. approved the bond issue 


submitted in 1947 the new schools might be a 
reality today. And had the board showed more 
speed in getting underway after it was author- 
ized to do so Jast June, the new schools would 
be a lot nearer completion. 
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An Inadequate Tax Bill 


The Senate has adopted a most unsatisfactory 
tax bill. It is inadequate, and it is unfair. 

In a way, it hurts to say this. Nobody wants 
to pay a penny more in taxes than he must. 
And the Senate bill, imposing an additional 
burden of $5,450,000,000, certainly seems easier 
to accept than the $7,200,000,000 House bill, not 
to mention President Truman’s request for at 
least 10 billion dollars. 

But we Americans had better take a long- 
range view of our pocketbooks. We must face 
up to the size of federal appropriations which 
probably will gall for 61 billion dollars for de- 
fense alone. Unless the United States follows a 
policy of pay-as-you-go, the nation mus? assume 


a vast burden of interest-consuming, inflation- : 


promoting deficits. That would cost every citi- 
zen much more in the long run than an imme- 
diate, realistic increase in tax rates. 

Even the House was reluctant to face up to 
this responsibility. But it did call for higher 
rates than the Senate, and it did seek to plug 


up some of the more obvious loopholes in the ° 


corporation tax structure. The Senate has again 
opened up these loopholes, and it seems to have 
added a few new ones. 

Also, the Senate has imposed a flat 11 per 
cent increase on all personal incomes up to 
$50,000, but has eased the burden on incomes 
above this figure. It has left the capital gains 
tax at a flat 25 per cent, refusing even to accept 
the House rate of 28 per cent. In short, it has 
departed sharply from Adam Smith’s principle 
that taxes should be imposed in proportion to 
the ability to pay. 

Senators like Douglas of Illinois and Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota who battled for a more 
adequate and more equitable tax structure were 
flatly rebuffed. Not a single amendment to the 
bill was accepted. And it was adopted by the 
one-sided vote of 57 to 19. 

The Senate-House conference committee must 
strive for a better bill. This is essential to the 
defense and the economic stability of the nation. 
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Monetary Note, Slightly Nostalgic 

One of the sadder notes to strike our ear dur- 
ing these post-vacation days of early fall was 
the announcement of a New Jersey lady manufac- 
turer that she had stopped making penny banks. 
Henceforth she will offer only the nickel, dime 
and quarter sizes. 

By way of excuse, she offered the current 
shortage of pennies. But dimes, too, are tem- 
porarily scarce. We do not want to be nasty, 
but we suspect the decision may have been 
made even before the penny famine got into the 
papers. The lady herself admitted that the coin 
is no longer important even to children. And 
that’s what makes us sad. 

It forces us to acknowledge that the day of 
the penny candy store has slipped into history. 
But we hope that oldsters of our vintage will do 
their best to nourish it there. Remember licorice 
whips and orange slices? - Jaw-breakers and 
jelly-beans? Moon-faces and firestones?. And 
those tough marshmallow “turkey-dinners” 
washed down with a draught from a waxy “wine 
bottle?” Most of them, five for a cent! 

Whatever its present status, the penny once 
had real purchasing power. And we would be 
very happy if the New Jersey lady would make 
one last penny bank: We would like to fill it in 
the hope that the good old Indian copper will 
again come into its own. 
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Three Editors White of Mexico 


Back in 1885 country editors were at each 
other’s throats oftener than they found occasion 
for kind words. Yet the editor out at Warrens- 
burg, Mo., had this to say about the editor at 
Mexico, in Audrain county: 

Bob White’s paper, the Ledger, has done 
more for the town of Mexico than all of its 
citizens combined. The Ledger is to Mexico 
what the heart is to man. 

The Bob White so generously sajuted was Rob- 
ert M. White, young graduate of Westminster 
College, who took over the Ledger just 75 years 
ago this month after acquiring it for $1000. 
Prosperity did not come overnight. The circula- 
tion which he inherited totaled only 700 copies. 
But the young editor went to work on the as- 
sumption that from the Ledger’s standpoint Mex- 
ico was the most important place on earth. He 
tied into the citizens who disposed of their 
ashes by dumping them in the streets. He went 
after a waterworks, a park, new crossings to the 
¢ourthouse and other improvements. He got 
them and the Ledger benefited along with 
Mexico. 

During his early years, Col. White trained so 
many newspaper men at the Ledgar that it came 
to be called “Missouri’s First School of Jour- 
nalism.” In time he took his son, L. Mitchell 
White, into the editorial and publishing office. 
Mitch White carried on as his father had done 
and since World War II a third generation in 
Robert M. White II has been on the job. For 
the seventy-fifth anniversary, the Ledger, whose 
circulation is now 6000 daily, looked back over 
its many campaigns with pride that was wholly 
proper. Also it looked ahead with a, program for 
zoning, better schools, adequate housing, extend- 
ed rural electrification, a county health center, 
municipal advance under the city manager plan 
and two dozen other goals. 

Daily journalism in outstate cities and towns 
is just what its trustees make it. Three genera- 
tions of Whites have made it mighty good up 
in Mexico. 
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How Many More T Than 20? 


Today’s sports section says that Ned. Garver 
is going after his twentieth victory this after- 
noon in the Community Chest benefit against 
the Chicago White Sox.

Seeing Our Country as Others See It 


John Cowles, President of the Minneapolis Star and Tribune, in Look Magazine 


Many highly intelligent Europeans and 
Asians, individuals who loathe Russian to- 
talitarianism and believe completely in 
the democratic ideal, fear that through 
ineptness the United States is going to 
blunder into war with Russia, or that we 
will become so provoked at Russia’s ex- 
asperating conduct that we will ourselves 
precipitate war. 

It is difficult for Americans who have 
not recently talked with political and intel- 
lectual leaders in Europe and Asia to 
realize how widespread this view is. 

After circling the globe, I am convinced 
that American foreign policy needs to be 
clarified and amplified. 

Much of the world thinks that the Unit- 
ed States has only one idea, that of con- 
fining Russian Communism by military 
might. 

Many Europeans and Asians say we 
keep pressing for arms and more arms 
although every armament race in history 
has resulted in war. 


Even though we continue arming just as 
rapidly as we possibly can, we ought to 
place much more emphasis, I believe, on 
the kind of a peaceful world that we en- 
visage, the kind of a world that will be 
possible only if Russian aggression is not 
permitted to plunge the world into an 
atomic holocaust. 

Through our default we have let the 
Russians monopolize the subject of peace, 
and embrace peace ; 
for propaganda pur- 
poses as if it were 
their exclusive prop- 
erty. 

The failure of the 
United States - to 
make effective prop- 
aganda ‘use of its 
deep desire for peace 
has resulted in much 
of the world suspect- 
ing that America has 
deserted ‘her tradi- 
tional role as a non- 
aggressive, peace-lov- 
ing nation. 

If America would John Cowles 
only seize the initiative from Russia 
and conduct an American “peace offen- 
sive,” we would rob the Russians of their 
single most powerful propaganda weapon. 


The whole free world, including Amer- 
ica, wants peace. Let us say so, louder 
and longer than the Kremlin. 


But. peace, to be genuine and long-last- 
ing, must be accompanied by universal 
world disarmament. 

President Truman, Secretary Acheson 
and the American representatives in the 
United Nations ought, it seems to me, to 
«en er ag at every opportunity that the 

nited States favors universal disarma- 
ment under effective\international control. 


We ought to say that we would stop re- 
arming and would progressively disarm 
just as rapidly as we had positive and con- 
tinuing proof that Russia and her satellite 
nations were also ming in good faith. 


Not One Chance in 1000 


Of course this would require an elabo- 
rate system of international inspection and 
control, comparable to what the United 
States proposed several years ago in con- 
nection with atomic control, which pro- 
posal the Russians rejected. 

Probably there is not one chance in a 
thousand that the Russians would agree 
to the kind of effective international con- 
trol which we should, of course, insist 
upon before we:stopped rearming. 

However, if we kept talking affirmative- 
ly of the American desire for disarmament 
and peace, it would greatly strengthen our 
oe psychologically throughout the 


We. could lose nothing by urging this 
kind of peace; because: it would be pone 
conceivably 

on and control of

have the peace it so "deeply desires. 
_If Russia refused the American offer, 
refusing it, as she probably 
Id would 
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mocracy and free elections and civil lib- 
erties. 

Aside from the British Commonwealth 
and a few countries in northwestern 
Europe, those concepts have little popular 
appeal. Most people, especially in the 
Near East and Asia, have no idea what the 
words even mean. 

We also keep talking about the virtues 
of private capitalism and free enterprise. 
We forget that capitalism as practiced in 
the rest of the world (again excluding in 
some degree the British Commonwealth 
and a handful of small countries) has 
meant the exploitation of the masses by a 
few rich people. 


Capitalism as Exploiter 


The United States is the only major 
country where capitalism has functioned 
in an economically fluid and socially mo- 
bile society and where the people gener- 
ally have benefited from the widespread 
increase in wealth which capitalism has 
produced. 

We also need to refresh our memories 
about Asia. 

First, most of the people of the world 
live in Asia, more people than in all the 
other continents combined. 

Second, most Asians can neither read 
nor write, and live in almost indescribable 
poverty, barely above the starvation level. 

Third, most Asians have colored skins. 
If most Asians have any impression about 
white foreigners, it is simply that white 
foreigners have exploited them in the past 
and presumably want to in the future. 

Fourth, most Asians have determined 
that hereafter they will govern themselves. 
They have also decided that henceforth 
they are going to follow their own ideas 
of social justice. This means, for example, 
that they will no longer pay excessive, 
if any, rent to any landlord. 

Our missionaries taught the Asians that 
their poverty was not a God-given curse 
which they must passively accept. What 
is happening throughout Asia today is in 
a sense a flowering, although not quite in 
the anticipated form, of the seeds planted 
by American missionaries during the last 
half century. 


Of course Communist agitators, Krem- 
lin trained in many instances, have ex- 
ploited the situation for Russia’s benefit. 

Our basic American mistake was that 
when World War II ended we did not pub- 
licly proclaim that our sympathies lay 
with the Asians, and that the United 
States was as desirous of seeing an end 
to European colonialism and exploitation 
as were the Asians themselves. 

The average Asian has no.more compre- 
hension of the ideology of Marxist Com- 
munism than he has of the Einstein theory.

Such an attitude is utterly foolish. 
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Our Government officials might also do 
well to remind themselves that even Amer- 
ican foreign policy is sometimes influ- 
enced by domestic political pressures. 

India, too, has its local problems to con- 
sider. 

As one who has talked recently with 
Nehru and other Indian leaders, I feel 
certain that Nehru detests Russian totali- 
tarianism. Must Nehru endorse as infal- 
lible every position that is taken by the 
American State Department in order to 
prove that he is not “pro-Communist’’? 


If the United States is so foolish as to 
undermine Nehru’s already weakening re- 
gime in India, the government or the 
chaos that comes after it in the world’s 
second most populous nation may be far 
less to our liking. 

World War Ir destroyed the balance of 
power both in Europe and in Asia. In 
Asia we may in time achieve a new equi- 
librium if we will support and strengthen 
India and Pakistan. 

Pakistan is a highly promising new na- 
tion, of great potential importance. 


Priority Task in Europe 


In Europe the only possible way that we 
can regain an equilibrium is to bring 
about the economic integration and politi- 
cal unification of France and Western 
Germany. 

The accomplishment of that should be 
given priority over everything else. 

Creation of a European army along the 
lines that Gen. Eisenhower has proposed 
is of paramount importance in achieving 
this. unification. 

The Schuman Plan for the international 
control and pooling of coal and steel is al- 
so essential, and should be supported in 
every way. 

While the Schuman Plan is a long step 
in the right direction, it is only the first 
step. We must, if we want to restore 
equilibrium to Europe and eliminate the 
possibility of Russia’s overrunning that 
continent bring about the complete politi- 
cal as well as economic integration of 
France and Western Germany. 

Probably the most effective way to help 
the economically backward nations of Asia 
is our Point IV program of technical 
assistance, which shows underdeveloped 
countries how they can help themselves. 

With relatively little money, provided it 
is wisely spent, we can do a great deal 

toward strengthening 
friendship for the 
United States and

If we intelligently 
spend for Point IV 
technical aid, only a 
small fraction of the

The CGT, listing 2,000,000 mem- 
bers, according to an authorita- 
tive source, has been instructed 
by Moscow to engineer a vast 
“get together movement” with the 
non-Communists. 


Other unions include the So- 
cialist Force Ouvriere (FO) with 
350,000 workers; the Catholic 
Genera] Confederation of Chris- 
tian workers with 300,000, and the 
Autonomous Union, grouping ap- 
proximately 300,000 workers. 

Observers doubt that CGT will 
obtain more than a temporary 
accord with non-Communist ri- 
vals, but the move is an impor- 
tant one, for, if it succeeds, the 
government will find itself con- 
fronted by a solid bloc and thus, 
should strikes be ordered, they 
will have far wider scope than 
ever before. 


Even in the winter of 1949 when 
the ire of workers reached a peak 
resulting in a series of strikes all 
over France, non-Communist 
union leaders remained stubborn 
in refusal to join CGT-organized 
“strike committees,” but this year

French Resistance to the Reds 
Depends on Strength: of West 


The first took place in the 
sergeants’ mess of an army bar- 
racks. It was a brief and 
rather embarrassing’ episode. 
There were about a dozen 
French non-coms, tough, genial 
men, gathered around a table. 
Rather hesitantly, this reporter 
began to ask questions about 
such matters as the danger of 
war, the threat of Soviet aggres- 
sion, American foreign policy 
and French Communism. 

The French soldiers muttered 
a few non-committal answers, 
out of sheer politeness, then re- 
lapsed into self-conscious silente. 

Army Non-Political in Ranks. 

The reason was clear. They 
had never really bothered their 
heads about such matters. At 
least on the company and. bat- 
talion level, the French army 
simply does not concern itself 
with political matters. This is 
one of the most reassuring facts 
about it. 

Yet no army lives in a political 
vacuum. A soldier, however un- 
consciously, breathes the same 
political air as a civilian. This is 
why it is worth describing the 
second, very different episode, 
which took place, not in the 
army, but in a small factory in 
Paris, where this reporter spent 
an afternoon talking with the 
workers. 

Five out of six were women. 
They talked volubly, and with 
that passionate vitality which is 
the Parisian’s special charm. 
There was no trace of personal 
hostility in what was said—what 
has been written about French 
hatred for Americans, as Ameri- 
cans, is silly nonsense. Yet the 
fact remains that, although only 
one was an avowed Communist, 
everything these French workers 
said was a remarkable tribute to 
the effectiveness of the Moscow 
line. 

‘Russians Want Peace.’ 
“The Russians,” they said, 
often in identical words, “want 
nothing but peace.” Since this 
was so, why should poor France 
be called on again to prepare for 
a war more terrible than ever? 
The danger of war, if there was 
danger, sprang from the desire 
of the American rich for high 
profits. 


Wars had already ruined 


'France—“We are only a _ poor, 


weak country now.” (This pro- 
found lack of self-confidence is 
also found in the army, although 
it is steadily lessening.) As for 
the Americans, they knew nothing 
of war. “I speak frankly,” said 
one woman. “If there is war, I 
hope you will win in the end, be- 
cause I love liberty, but I hope 
you also, you others, the Ameri- 
cans, will suffer terribly before 
the end.”

‘Profoundly French’ 

It is certainly possible to exag- 
gerate the meaning of this sort 
of thing. Almost each worker, in- 
cluding the Communist, also said 
proudly, “After all, I am pro- 
foundly French.” Even the Com- 
munist would probably violently 
resist an actual Russian invasion 
of France, if there were means 
of resistance at hand. Yet surely 
this apparently almost universal 
acceptance by French workers of 
the basic tenets of the Moscow 
line has its importance, military 
as well as political. 

Given the necessary arms and 
equipment, France is already vis- 
ibly capable of producing a good 
army, made up of good soldiers, 
yet an army cannot be more than 
an expression of the nation which 
produces it. 

It is odd to find a professional 
soldier, Gen. Eisenhower, so 
deeply aware of this fact. Un- 
doubtedly with the current deep 
slashes in economic aid in mind, 
Eisenhower has been telling all 
visitors that the military pc‘en- 
tial of France is indivisible, that 
it cannot be measured in divi- 
sions alone. 

Military strength is, of course, 
the essential ingredient of every 
other kind of strength. The 
stronger the West becomes, the 
more the sense of naked vulner- 
ability from which all French- 
men suffer diminishes, the more 
surely will the desperate wishful 
thinking which leads to the eager 
swallowing of the Moscow peace 
line diminish also. 

Yet it remains true that any- 
thing which suggests to Europe- 
ans that Americans are interested 
only in cannons and not at all 
in living standards, only in war 
and not at all in peace, plays di- 
rectly into Stalin’s hands. This 
is something which Eisenhower 
grasped instantly. It would be 
well if other Americans grasped 
it, too.

HERE is a story that when

a press conference his first 
act is to introduce the attend- 
ing New York Times men to 
each other. While the massive- 
ness of Times rews coverage 
may never have quite reached 
such proportions it is beyond 
dispute that there are any num- 
ber of hi-~"*~ 
ages throughout the country 
who are prone to withho!d 
judgment on occurrences of 
public interest until they have 
seen them in the Times. 

The reasons for such firm— 
and occasionally even fanatic— 
fidelity to a five-cent newspaper 
are brilliantly displayed in this 
volume by its Mr. Berger, a 
Pulitzer Prize-winning ex-police 
reporter regardec by many con- 
noisseurs as just about the best 
leg-man in the business. Bulky 
and complete as The Times it- 
self, the account has two quali- 


placed person- | 
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ties which but recently have 
begun to shine through the 
paper’s sober grey pages: lucid- 
ity and color. 

The Times was 100 years old 
Sept. 18 and Mr. Berger is 
celebratine the birthday in ex- 
citing style. In fact, anyone 
who ever plowed through one 
of its Sunday productions (up 
to 380 pages) will be a little 
startled and pleased to learn 
of the rugged trials in infancy 
that nearl, choked off an enter- 
prise now employing 4000 per- 
sons. 

When Adolph Simon Ochs, 
for 39 years publisher of 
The Times, started in news- 
paper work as a 25 cents- 
a-day chore boy he was “a 
rather undersized urchin about 
14 years old, with moist flat 
curls tight against his fore- 
head” and he wore hand-me- 
downs. The Alger-like rise of 
Mr. Ochs and such other leg- 
ends as the news nose of Carr 
Van Anda, his managing edi- 
tor from 1904 to 1932, have 
been recorded before.

Why, then, does she make 
this eleventh-hour attempt to 
save the Negro woman’s life? 
The heart has its reasons, one 
infers, and they are immeasur- 
ably complex. Her feelinz for 
the ideal of justice has been 
stirred by her’ uncle, Gavin 
Stevens—an incorruptible sym- 
bol of that shining abstraction. 
Then she feels—and has always 
felt—a strange fellowship with 
Nancy Mannigoe. After all they 
are both Magdalens; they both 
have felt the obsessive power 


of evil. 
T may not satisfy the expec- 

tations of the reader who 
ha8 been kept suspended by 
what, in their essence, are tra- 
ditional devices of the theat- 
rical craft. Justice is ione; but 
it is a poetic and mystical jus- 
tice. The action, however, is 
dynamic, stirring and provokes 
the closest atte: tion. It is a 
good play, in short, and will 
be produced, I am told, on 
Broadway. 

The surrounding prose, how- 
ever, makes a different kind 
of impression. The first 48 
pages describe the early his- 
tory of Yoknapatawpha County 
and the town of Jefferson, and 
reveals the psychological asso- 
ciations of community and 
courthouse. The long-breathed 
labyrinthine sentences — fre- 
quently interrupted by windy 
parentheses—are not meant for 
lucid exposition. They must 
be taken as aé_e kind of 
music or poetry, which arouses 
emotion by allusion and pass- 
ing images. The _ seasoned 
Faulknerite tnay surmise that 
the courthouse is the sym- 
bol of the community’s inward 
contradictions and tragic strug- 
gles. Nominally a temple of 
justice it is actually an arena 
where right and wrong, in vary 
ing degrees of impurity, are 
locked in an_ interminable 


struggle. 
S lowable but cannot be guar- 

anteed as an accurate read- 
ing of Mr. Faulkner’s intention. 
All that’s certain is that he 
wanted the trial and Temple 
Drake’s ordeal to be enacted 
against the background of the 
community’s history. For my 
money he could have accom- 
plished the same purpose with 
a less cumbersome and a more 
explicit kind of writing; and 
without sacrificing his deep 
perspective and his fateful at- 
mosphere. He has done it be- 
fore. 

“Requiem for a Nun” is 
something of an anomaly. It 
is stamped with a kind of great- 
ness in gesture and attitude. No 
ordinary craftsman, could have 
written it and none would have 
tried. But it is certainly not 
the best Faulkner.

THE NEW MAN, by Maurice Nicoll. 
(Hermitage House, 230 pgs., $3.)

HE fact that a man is an 
7 expert in one field does not 

make him equally compe- 
tent in unrelated area. Un- 
fortunately the author of “The 
New . an” did not realize this. 
He is described as a physician 
and psychiatrist with consider- 
able advanced study to his 
credit. In this book, however, 
he chooses to interpret Biblical 
literature which is also a field 
with its own disciplines of re- 
search and study. 

“The New Man” is a book 
which advances a particular 
theory — a so-called “esoteri- 
cism"—as_a way of interpret- 
ing the inher meaning of the 
Bible. The theory rests on the 


premise that man must learn’ 


to rise, individually and so- 
cially, through the discovery of 
hidden truths .as he becomes 
prepared to use them. The 
Bible, he says, is a book writ- 
ten with obvious superficial 
meanings but actually carrying 
a much more important hidden 
meaning which only the initi- 
ated can understand. 

There are two things one 
must say about this book. The 
first is that any peculiar the- 
ory, if it is to be given serious 
attention, must justify its posi- 
tion against the findings of rep- 
utable scholarship. While no- 
body has said the last word on 
any subject, people are not at 
liberty to sound off as if no- 
body had been at work in the 
field. 

Dr. Nicoll may choose to 
interpret the parables of Jesus 
by psychological symbolism, to 
treat material from the Fourth 
Gospel the same way he does 
from the Synoptics, and give 
an esoteric meaning to the 
words—‘“stone,” “water” and 
“wine.” But he has no right to 
present these theories which 
are so far removed from what 
most reputable Biblical schol- 
ars think as if they were self- 
authenticating. 

The other comment is that 
Dr. Nicoll says nothing new. 
The Christian church has 
faced the problem of Gnos- 
ticism since the last quar- 
ter of the’ first century. It 
has different forms in different 
eras, but the issue is substan. 
tially the same. Gnosticism is 
an attempt to interpret the 
Jewish-Christian tradition as if 
the real purpose were to pro- 
vide the key to “inside dope” 
on how to adjust to a mysteri- 
ous universe. 

“The New Man” is Gnosti- 


cism in modern dress.

ERE is that rare thing, a 

book that wears well. You 

don’t see many good wear- 
ing books anymore. I guess 
they don’t put the material in 
them they used to, not to men- 
tion the workmanship. Conse- 
quently most books you get 
nowadays are soon 
through, like a pair of $15 
shoes (today’s equivalent of 
three-dollar shoes) and never 
good for anything again. 

But here is a book that 
might well last a man a life- 
time. And not a lifetime on 
the shelf, either, but a lifetime 
of pleasant, companionable us- 
age, because it’s the sort of 
book you can pick up any time, 
open at any page, and find gen- 
uine enjoyment. 

Where, you will find your- 
self wondering as you devour 
these highly entertaining essays 
and sketches, has this guy been 
keeping himself? That is, if 
you're not a reader of the At- 
lantic Monthly. If you are a 
reader of the Atlantic you will 
already know the answer to 
that, as well as to virtually 
everything else. 

Charles W. Morton (whom you 
will soon find yourself think- 
ing of as Charles, and finally 
just Charley) conducts a de- 
partment in the magazine called 
“Accent on Living” which in- 
cludes his own humorous im- 
pressions of the fancies, con- 
ceits, foibles and peccadilloes 
of his fellow men.

R. MORTON is something 
M rare among humorists. I’m 

rot going to analyze his 
humor, so don’t get frightened, 
but I’m. going to call attention 
to a few of its qualities.

He takes an 
idea, or an experience, and 
says just about the funniest 
thing that can possibly be said 
about it. Most of the time his 
humor is gentle and tolerant, 
as when he is discoursing about 
things which don’t make much 
difference one way or another, 
such as. appetizers at cocktail 
parties, or how to tie your shoe.

E WAS indeed an oddity

U.S. SEUREGY ORDER 
ASSAILED BY EDITORS 


Associated Press Calls on 
Truman to Rescind Measure 
on Civilian Agencies. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 29 
(AP)—The Associated Press man- 
aging Editors’ Association by 
unanimous vote today branded 
President Truman’s secrecy order 
for civilian government agencies 
“a dangerous instrument of news 
suppression.” 

A resolution adopted at the 
final session of the annual 
A.P.M.E. convention called for 
the President to rescind the ex- 
ecutive order issued Sept. 25. 


The editors also called on the 
United States Government to en- 
deavor “by every measure con- 
sistent with national interest” to 
effect the release of A.P. corre- 
spondent William Oatis from his 
prison cell in Communist Czecho- 
slovakia. The resolution said it 
is “devoutly to be hoped that 
this deliverance may be achieved 
before it becomes necessary for 
the Government of the United 
States to acknowledge the futility 
of continuing normal diplomatic 
relations with the Government of 
Czechoslovakia.” 

Necessity Not Shown. 

The editors declared that Tru- 
man’s executive order extending 
military security provisions ‘to 
civilian agencies was issued with- 
out “any showing of necessity.’ 
The resolution said the order was 
written without “the careful pub- 
lic discussion and honest debate 
that ought to precede any depar- 
ture from democratic methods.” 

It «continued: 

“It (the order) has been drawn 
without regard for the lessons of 
World War Ili, when the Gov- 
ernment achieved a workable 
compromise of the sometimes- 
conflicting claims of complete in- 
formation and absolute security. 

“|. If the need for some sys- 
tem of classification can be dem- 
onstrated, there should be a re- 
examination of the whole prob- 
lem of achieving in the civilian 
departments a system of security 
consistent with the right of the 
people to be informed fully about 
their government.” 

Concealing of Information. 

In a third resolution, the 
A.P.M.E. said it recognized that 
state and local—as well as Nna- 
tional—officials were multiplying 
their efforts to conceal public 
information. 

It said “the threat is a danger- 
ous one but we have full confi- 
dence in the power of American 
newspapers to defeat it if every 
editor does his part.” 

Citing what they termed an 
“extraordinary attempt to gag” 
the Lake Charles (La.) American- 
Press in an expose of gambling 
rackets, the editors declared: 

. . We are fighting not for 
our right to know, but for the 
people’s right to know.”

Russia Foiled in Move to Rewrite 
Austria’s New History Textbook 


VIENNA, Sept. 29 (UP)—The 
‘Russians were thwarted today in 
a two and one-half-year fight: to 
rewrite history for Austrian school 


children. 

The western high commission- 
ers for Austria finally voted down 
Russian demands for censorship 
of Austria’s first postwar history 
text book. 

The Russians had insisted that 
the Austrian history book include 
these “facts”: 

1. That it is a “fact” and “not a 
claim” that Karl Marx laid the 
groundwork for Socialism. 

2. That development: of Social- 
ism is a “historical inevitability,” 
not a “theory of necessity” as 
western historians believe. 

3. That Hitler’s Socialism was 


not “planned economy” because 
that phrase describes Soviet So- 
cialist economy. 

4. That “America, England and 
France were the main instigators 
of attempts to annihilate the 
young Soviet state.” 

5. That there be no reference 
to Communist aims of world revo- 
lution. 

6. That any suggestion that the 
Soviet Union attacks any form of 
religion is “slanderous.” 

7. That Pope Pius XII fully 
supported Fascism. 

8. That America, England, 
France and Germany incited Fin- 
land to attack Russia. 

The Russians said they would 
not permit the uncensored history 
book to be used in Austria’s 
Soviet zone.

Close Races Reduce

HANKS, probably, to the 
T ciose races in the major 

leagues, there has been 
something missing ,from the 
baseball picture this year and 
we'd like to throw in our small 
cheer. We haven't seen the 
usual stories doping the world 
series, that is, putting the yard- 
stick on the individuals making 
up the prospective contenders, 
showing how one second base- 
man is two points better on 
attack and 3.4 points inferior 
on defense. Then, after each po- 
sition is analyzed and agonized, 


there’s a summation ard a 
Q.E.D. 


That always struck us as 
No. 1 on the September nausea 
and futility parade, trying to 
figure out, with pencil and 
paper or ouija board, who was 
going to win a_world series. 
Suffice, now, that the Yankees 
are going to play the Dodgers 
or the Giants and it ought to 
be a whale of a series. It prob- 
ably will be a better series if 
the Giants win, as Maglie, Jan- 
sen and Hearn look like a bet- 
ter match for Reynolds, Raschi 
and Lopat than Newcombe, Ers- 
kine and a tired Preacher Roe 
would be. However, Old Preach 
is a great competitor and Roe 
against any of the Yankee aces 
wouldn’t be bad. But the Dodg- 
ers have been faltering and the 
Giants would make it a better 
show. 


Down through the years the 
results of world series struggles 
have demonsrated the futility 
of trying to put a yardstick on 
teams in advance. Back in 1926 
there were many stalwart hit- 
ters swinging at Sportsman’s 
Park and Yankee Stadium. Just 
to mention a few, there were 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig and 
Bob Meusel and Tony Lazzeri 
in Yankee uniforms and Chick 
Hafey, Rogers Hornsby and Jim 
Bottomley garbed in. Cardinal 
white and gray. 


But the record book shows 
that a rookie shortstop - named 
Tommy Thevenow led all the 
batters that October week. Yes, 
while Ruth connected with Car- 
dinal pitches for a mere .300 
average, Tammy thumped the 
ball for a startling .417 and the 
underdog Cardinals defeated 
the favored Yankees four out of 
seven,

The conquest, New York's 
sixth straight and thirty-sixth in 
43 games, put Leo Durocher’s 
men in late afternoon possession 
of first place in the National 
League standings, but the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, who had been lead- 
ing most of the season, moved 
back into a tie for first place 
with a night triumph over Phila- 
delphia. 

Here it was a tough, tension- 
filled duel between Maglie and 
Warren Spahn, Boston’s stylish 
lefthander. Both were trying for 
their twenty-third victories, but 
Maglie and the Giants were try- 
ing for something more impor- 
tant, too, ard they simply would 
not be beaten behind their great 
pitcher today.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. 

t HE critical power shortage in 
the Northwest may lead to a 
settlement of a months-long 

r dispute between the 
Interior and Agriculture depart- 
ments. 


Both want to be designated of- 
ficially as the Government’s rain- 
making agency. One bill pending 
in Congress would designate In- 
terior as the chore boy, another 
the Department of Agriculture. 

When drouth brought power 
shortage to the Northwest, Inte- 
rior was quick to authorize a rain- 
making project. It hopes to fill 
depleted reservoirs and get power 
production on the upswing again. 

This is the first time any fed- 
eral agency has sanctioned such 
a large rain project. If it is suc- 
cessful, Interior can point to it as 
a demonstration of its prowess. 

(The Weather Bureau — which 
some believe should be the rain- 
making agency if the Government 
is to have one—sits on the side- 
lines. It never has officially in- 
dorsed rainmaking). 

Meanwhile James F. Fairman, 
defense electric power administra- 
tor, says the Northwest is by no 
means the only area facing power 
shortage this winter. 

The Pittsburgh industrial area 
has been short of power for a 
month. Currently this is affect- 
ing electric furnaces of 15 com- 
panies. ‘ 

At Baden, N.C., two aluminu 
potlines have been closed down, 
and the Santee-Cooper power 
system in South Carolina has no- 
tified industrial customers that 
their juice will be cut 50 per cent 
this winter. 

In some places, particularly in 
the #@outheast, steam-generated 
electricity is available, but at 
prices higher than customers will 


Pay. 

The Cleveland and Milwaukee 
areas probably will not be trou- 
bled with power shortages this 
winter but power companies are 
calling for steel—and not getting 
it—to build generating plants 
that they say are needed to pre- 
— serious shortages next win- 
er. 


_ Candidate Barkley?—Judging 


from the number of speeches he 
is making around’ the country, 
Vice President Barkley already 
is campaigning for renomination

Barkley’s friends say he even 
feels he is available for the pres- 
idential nomination if President 
Truman doesn’t run. 

Regardless of whether Truman 
runs, 73-year-old Barkley may 
have to be reckoned with for the 
vice presidential nomination. Qne 
of the best-liked men in the 
Democratic party, he is certain 
to have powerful support at next 
year’s convention. 


Trieste—The State Department 
confidently expects Italy and 
Yugoslavia to begin formal ne- 
gotiations shortly on disposition 
of Trieste. 

Secretary Acheson emphasized 
to Italian Prime Minister De Gas- 
peri that quick agreement was 
imperative. Further, he made it 
plain the United. States will not 
mediate the long-standing argu- 
ment. 

Yugoslavia has informally noti- 
fied Italy it is ready to start talks 
any time. Italy wants Yugoslavia 
to agree to changes in the Italian 
peace treaty, and this is counted 
upon to hasten the beginning of 
such. talks. 


Japanese Reparations — Indo- 
nesia and the Philippines are ex- 
pected sto open discussions with 
Japan soon under the war damage 
payment provisions of the new 
peace treaty. 

THe pact provides that a claim- 
ant nation may send raw ma- 
terials to Japan to be processed 
without cost. 

New United States Park Head— 
Conrad L. Wirth, associate direc- 
tor of the National Park Service, 
is expected to be appointed direc- 
tor when Arthur Demaray retires, 
probably in a week or two. 


Far East Trade — Two Com- 
merce Department officials will 
head the United States delegation 
to a Far Eastern trade promotion 
conference at Singapore Oct. 9-18. 
The United States plans to send 


another delegation to an October 
meeting on Malayan tin problems, 


at the invitation of the British 
and Malayan governments.

Golden, Sunny Days, 
Star-Studded Nights 


By Leonard Hall 


EPTEMBER has brought a succession of golden, sunny 
Qe: and star-studded nights when the mercury hovers not 
far above the frost line in our high valley. This is the 
month of the harvest moon and when it was at the full, we'd 
sit out on the east terrace 
after supper to watch it rise. 
It would show first as an 
orange glow along the crest 
of Buford Mountain, which 
would strengthen momentar- 
ily until the great orb 
climbed into sight, setting the 
distant woods afire. But the 
illusion was gone as soon as 
it cleared the horizon and 
sent its light flooding over 
the fields. On such nights 
as this a white mist blanketed 
Saline Creek and the sound 
of Willie Moyer’s hounds fol- 
lowing a red fox across the 
back of the farm fivated 
down to us clearly. 

The trees on our surround- 
ing hills, as though they 
knew their year is at an end, 
begin their fall parade of 
color. Weeks ago the buckeyes turned brownish-red for a day 
and then, before we knew it, dropped their leaves. Now black 
walnut and butternut have followed suit and stand bare against 
the sky except for their heavy crop of green-hulled nuts which 
we will¥farvest when frost comes.

@ THIS HAS BEEN a good year for the fruiting trees, 
walnut and hickory, blackhaw and buckthorn, sassafras and 
persimmon and wild grape; the birds and small creatures of 
the woodland should have a good winter. Riding out across 
the farm on Daisy and Ribbon, early this morning, we marked 
some of the trees to be visited later. And as we came down 
across the newly plowed Buford Field, we encountered a 
beautiful sight. Hundreds of Monarch butterflies had gath- 
ered for the autumn migration and were feeding on the 
white thoroughwort which grows tall in the pasture. The 
Monarch is a handsome, orange-brown milkweed butterfly 
which has the interesting characteristic of being our only 
truly migratory species. It congregates in vast numbers at 
this season for the long journey which carries it as far south 
as the West Indies and Central America. 
eS ae oe 
Despite the cold nights, there seem to be many 
insects active at this season. Each dew-drenched 
morning finds the apple trees in the yard interlaced 
with jeweled webs of the big black-and-yellow gar- 
dem spiders, the most handsome of our orb weavers. 
And ene day last week when Ginnie brought in a 
big bouquet of yellow marigolds, she discovered a 
brilliantly yellow spider which exactly matched her 
flowers. 
* 
@ THERE SHOULD BE some way for the country dweller 
to do a bit of loafing in this fine weather, but somehow the 
opportunity never arises. Right now Perry and I are busy 
clearing one of the old abandoned fields on the Sutton 
place, getting it ready to seed to grass. This week we 
shipped our largest spring calves and took the mother cows 
back down to the pasture on Perry’s side of the farm. The 
poor old girls bawled all night, and bright and early next 
morning turned up in our front yard. They’d broken through 
the fence and come hiking up the road and in through our 
open front gate in search of their youngsters. But they'll 
quiet down in a day or two and go back to eating and mak- 
ing ready for the next crop of calves in February. 
= aaa 
I think it was on Friday that Perry reported one of 
the twins was looking “punified.” I went out to the 
pasture to have a look; and sure enough, Sandy was 
doing all right, but Andy looked decidedly peaked. 
We brought the twins in with their mother and put 
her on a special ration of dairy feed, while I set to 
work to teach Andy to drink milk from a bucket. 
At first it was a matter of running the little fellow 
down, holding him by main strength and awkward- 
ness, and spilling milk all oyer him and myself. 
But it took only two trials until he began to asso- 
ciate the taste of my fingers with that of warm milk; 
and now he bawls hungrily when he sees me coming. 
And the old mother cow views the proceedings with 
apparent approval, as though she knows I’m helping 
her out at a tough task.

@ WE’RE HARVESTING more apples from our trees this 
autumn than any year since we've been at Possum Trot. But 
I'm ashamed to admit, we only sprayed them twice and the 
apples are nothing to boast about. Operating an orchard, 
like any other kind of farming, is a specialty requiring knowl- 
edge and infinite pains. This was brought home to us doubly 
when we met our friend Herb Sayers of the famous Sayers- 
brook Orchards, the other day in Potosi. As might be ex- 


pected, Herb’s station wagon was loaded with samples of his 
product and we came home with apples which would make 
the average State of Washington orchardist green with envy. 
There re improved Staymans Winesap and huge Red 
Delicious, each apple as perfect as though it had been raised 
¢nside a cellophane bag. And I couldn’t help but wonder why, 
when we can raise apples of such magnificent quality right 
here in our Ozark hills, we should have to haul them in from 
the Pacific coast, 3000 miles away. 

Finally, we are well supplied for Halloween. The other 
evening at dusk a car tooted out in the road and we went 
out to find Orvis and John Lashley with a truckload of great 
yellow pumpkins. They’d planted a few in the corn, har- 
vested a bumper crop, and now were distributing them 
among the neighbors. At first we thought the half-dozen 
they left were too many; but everyone who drops by admits 
they could use a pumpkin and now I’m hoarding the last two 
for grandson Rickey’s celebration on Halloween eve.

(MOSCOW, 1937.) 

STARTED up. Was it a dream, 
ler had someone knocked? 

There it was again, once, twice, 
three times—a loud, harsh, in- 
sistent knocking. It sounded like 
the roll of thunder, loud enough 
to wake everyone in the hotel. 
A man’s voice called out, “Open 
the door!” 

I had to get something on— 
quickly. I could not find the 
sleeves of my robe. Why was I 
trembling so? IE had done noth- 
ing. I had committed no crime 
against the state. 

Again the impatient, threaten- 
ing voice: “Open the door!” 

Three officers entered. The 
stripes on their uniforms showed 
that they were members of the 
NKVD, the state political police. 
They were stiff but courteous. 

“Your name?” asked one. 


“Elinor Lipper.” 


He found the name on the list 


and nodded. One of the others 
leafed through a sheaf of papers. 
He extracted one and handed it 
to me. All I knew of Russian was 
the alphabet. But I could make 
out a few international words. 
“O-r-d-e-r . . . A-r-r-e-s-t. . . .” 
And my name. 

While I dressed the three tall 
men considerately looked away. 
I sat for a moment on the edge 
of my couch, uncomprehending. 
I was stunned, without a thought 
in my head.

I was inside of the first of my 
ten Soviet prisons. The first day 
of eleven years of imprisonment 
had begun. 

An indifferent woman guard 
“shook me down” with practiced 
hands. My papers, watch, ring, 
money, and pocketbook were 
taken away. Then ‘the jron door 
of a small cell was shut behind 
me, and six women began talk- 
ing to me all at once. I wanted 
to tell them that I did not under- 
stand Russian; then I realized 
that my voice was choked with 
tears. Without a word I sat down 
in a corner. 

That same night I was taken 
to another prison. Not in an ordi- 
nary automobile this time. I sat 
inside the dark cavern of a prison 
van that carried me swiftly into 
the unknown. My stomach con- 
tracted with fear. Now they were 
going to kill me. Nonsense, why 
should they? 

The van raced through the 
streets. 

If I had been arrested for 
nothing, I could be shot for noth- 
ing. Take it easy, take it easy, I 
said to myself; you’re a coward. 
How hard it was to breathe in- 
side this gloomy box. 

The van raced through the 
streets. 

Now they are going to kill me. 
My forehead was wet with cold 
perspiration. I clambered out of

I was in a collective cell for 
women. It seemed like a mass 
tomb. The cell did have windows, 
but like all windows in Soviet 
prisons these were not only barred 
but also masked with boards, so 
that you could never see anything 
but a small segment of the sky. 
Heavy stone pillars rose up to the 
vaulted ceiling, in the center of 
which hung a naked electric bulb 
that burned day and night. The 
gray stone walls, stained by huge 
spots of moisture and mold, were 
alive with thousands of bedbugs.

covered by inches of water. 

Some 70 women sat on a plat- 
form of rough boards laid about 
half a yard above the stone floor 
and covering the entire cell from 
wall to wall, except for a small 
space near the entrance. There 
were neither blankets, mattresses 
nor straw sacks. A few lucky 
women owned prized blankets 
which they had been allowed to 
take with them when they were 
arrested. An oppressive stench 
took your breath away when you 
came in; it was the mingled odors 
of 70 cramped, perspiring women’s 
bodies, and of the moldy stone 
walls. 
I did not, know where to step, 
for every inch of space was taken 
up by the bodies of half-dressed 
women, This cell had been in- 
tended originally for 24 prisoners.

Oneof the prisoners, 
called the cell orderly as I later 
learned, pushed her way through 
the mob of women and measured 
out a space for me about 16 
inches wide. Then she gave me 
a wooden spoon and a tin cup.

These informers are also 
supposed to urge the other pris- 
oners to confess to whatever they 
are charged with, since there is 
no use resisting. 


For seven and a half months I 
sat in various collective cells 
without being called for interro- 
gation a single time, without even 
having my personal data taken 
down. At first I expected hourly 
that my arrest would prove to be 
a mistake. I pictured the whole 
scene in detail—how they would 
apologize to me: “Regrettable 
error, particularly regrettable 
since you are a foreigner... ." 


In 1931, when I began studying 
medicine at Berlin University I 
worked during vacations in the 
municipal hospital. For the first 
time I saw human misery close 
up. With other students I helped 
distribute milk among the chil- 
dren of the unemployed. To this 
day I can see an unemployed 
epileptic’s six children staring at 
us with dumb suspicion, the old- 
est about ten years old, all with 
colorless faces, overlarge heads

and rachitic legs. Men out of 
work loitered on every street, and 
political discussions went on at 
every street corner. 

What first -led- me to socialism 
was a purely emotional reaction 
to this misery. It was only later 
that I fortified my belief by read- 
ing theoretical writings on so- 


cialism. The menace of the Nazi 


monster with its hateful ideology 
was coming dangerously near, 
while the Social Democratic gov- 
ernment of Germany retreated 
step by step before it. It seemed 
impossible for a thinking person 
not to take a stand. I entered 
the “Red Student Group.”

THOUGLT I was casting my 

lot for a social order which 

would use modern technology 
for the benefit of the masses, 
rather than for a privileged upper 
crust, by nationalizing the land 
and the means of production. A 
social order which would not re- 
sort to war to further its ends, be- 
cause its people. felt linked with 
the. masses all over the world. A 
social order which freed its art- 
ists, achitects and scientists: from 
concern for their daily bread, so 
that they could devote their full 
energies to their artistic and 
scientific tasks. 


That was and is my conception 
of socialism. For the sake of this 
ideal I left Germany in 1933. The 
same ideal compelled me to go to 
the Soviet Union in 1937. There 
I worked for two months in a

publishing house that specialized 
in foreign literature. 

After my first two months I 
was arrested. 


The political path that led me 
to the Soviet Union. was perfectly 
clear, perfectly straightforward. 
Nothing I had done, said or 
planned could have justified my 
arrest. My only fault was my 
boundless naivete in imagining 
that the Soviet Union was the 
realization of my ideals. 

The Soviet Union has betrayed 
socialism to the world; it has 
drowned the idea in blood. A be- 
liever in socialism cannot believe 
in the Sowet Union, for it is im- 
possible to defend the slaughter 
of millions of innocent human 
beings and to claim at the same 
time that one is striving to bene- 
fit suffering humanity. 


But at that time I did not yet 
know this. At that. time I sat in 
my cell completely dazed, and 
waited. And I endured what thou- 
sands of women in this same 
prison endured. I was shifted 
from one collective cell to the 
other. I picked up Russian and 
heard my fellow?prisoners’ stories. 
Each new story that I heard made 
me see more and more. until at 
last I realized what I vainly tried 
not to realize: that all these peo- 
ple were as innocent as I was. 
Then my own suffering began to 
merge into the vast suffering of 
them all. 

In 1937 about half of the in- 
mates were Communist party 
members or Ycung Communists. 
Three fourths of these were mem- 
bers of the Russfan Communist 
party; the rest belonged to the 
Polish, Latvian or German par- 
ties. There were also some Hun- 
garians and Romanians. The rest 
of the inmates were housewives 
from every segment of the popu- 
lation. Some of them had been 
arrested on informers’ charges; 
others because they were the 
wives of more or less prominent 
men.

RS. RAKOVSKI, the wife of 

Soviet Ambassador Rakovski, 

was a Romanian, a_ white- 
haired, sickly woman who suf- 
fered severe heart attacks every 
few weeks. Her neighbor in the 
cell was a dark-eyed, dark-haired 
and stately woman, the wife of 
Prince Obolenski, who for years 
held a high position in the Soviet 
state and was a frequent visitor 
of Stalin’s. Then there was a frail, 
slender, nervous person, a former 
student of philosophy, who was 
the wife of Alexander Serebrov- 
sky, head of a huge copper trust. 
There was a full-bosomed woman 
with dyed blond hair who tripped 
around the cell on high heels. 
She was the wife of Commander 
Silko. Lacking face powder, she 
powdered her nose with tooth 
powder when she was called to 
interrogations. This did not help 
her; like the others she was sen- 
tenced to eight years in camp for 
belonging to the family of a 
traitor. Rebuchkova, the wife of 
a high state functionary, was a 
woman in her 50s who had obvi- 
ously been very. beautiful in her 
youth. She suffered from gall- 
stone attacks and would writhe 
on the floor, screaming piteously. 
Lisa Geller, who had worked for 
the Soviet Trade Mission in Ber- 
lin, wept bitterly about her two 
small children’ whom she had left 
behind. : 


The first wife of a member of 
the Government, Meshlauk, was a 
woman of about 40 with a 
tight-lipped, unyielding face. She 
was a fanatical Communist and a 
person of great self-assurance. On 
suspicion of espionage she was 
sentenced to eight years in camp; 
she died of dysentery in 1938 
while in the transit camp at 
Vladivostok. 


Mrs. Kossior, who had ac- 
companied her husband on a 
foreign mission to Berlin, at- 
tempted suicide the night after 
she was convicted and sentenced 
to 10 years for counter-revolu- 
tionary activity. She served her 
sentence in a Siberian camp near 


Mariinsk. 
V to the People’s Commissar for 

Light Industry, had formerly 
been a textile worker. By means 
of devotion to her work and abso- 
lute submissiveness she had sisen 
to her high position. She was 
sentenced to 10 years in prison 
for counter-revolutionary activity.

-The secretary of Madame Stas- 
sova, chief of the International 
Red Aid (MOPR), was named 
‘Shvalova. When she was placed 
in our céll- she did not speak to 
anyone and-refused to answer our 

about events in Spain. 
She thought that we were all 
dangerous counter-revolutionaries 
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and that she alone was innocent. 
A military court sentenced her 
to fifteen years imprisonment. 
She was sent to Kolyma in north- 
eastern Siberia and stayed there 
until she died at the beginning of 
the war. 


One prisoner who was a great 
consolation to us was Berta Alex- 
androvna. A_ kindlier pergon 
than this near-sighted, enormous- 
ly well-padded woman could not 
be imagined. Again and again she 
got into diffieulties with the cell 
orderly because she could not 
lower her loud, hearty voice; she 
was always shouting encourage- 
ment to someone, with her head 
thrust close to the other’s face so 
that she could see her. Her glasses 
had been taken away, of course, 
for anyone who had glass might 
use it to cut open her veins. 
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VERY morning she took ad- 
F. vantage of the confusion in the 

cell, as we: prepared for being 
let out into the washroom, to try 
a few forbidden gymnastic exer- 
cises. She could not resign her- 
self to this ban, for even during 
Tsarist times when she had served 
her first prison sentence, she had 
been allowed daily calisthenics. 
At that time she had been an 
active social revolutionary like 
her husband, who had also been 
arrested, although both had aban- 
doned political action after the 
creation of the Soviet state. In 
order not to make trouble for 
their two sons, she and her hus- 
band had made no attempt to in- 
fluence the children politically. 
The sons had followed the regular 
course of Soviet youth, belonging 
first to the Pioneers, then to the 
Komsomols, the youth organiza- 
tion. Both became engineers and 
both were arrested in 1937—be- 
cause their parents had been ar- 
rested. 

In spite of her family tragedy 
Berta had never lost a deep in- 
terest in other people, other coun- 
tries, and in art, literature, and 
above all poetry. Her particular 
type of cultivated revolutionary 
has by now practically died out 
in Russia. The last representa- 
tives of the class vanished be- 
hind prison walls during 1937 
and 1938. Foreigners who always 
think of Russians as an amalgam 
of Dostoyevsky and Gorky would 
be bitterly disappointed today. 
The search for truth, the urge to 
understand the meaning of life, 
is wholly alién to the younger 
generation which~ has passed 
through the school of the Com- 
munist Youth Organization. For 
them, all problems have been 
solved; there is a standard an- 
swer to every question. The 
language of these intellectually 
impoverished young people is 
larded with ready-made phrases. 
They quote Stalin instead of 
thinking for themselves; they de- 
rive their opinions from Pravda 
editorials. They are arrogant and 
complacent, and everything that 
pertains to them is the greatest 
thing there is; their country, their 
power, their leader. ‘Theits is 
also the greatest misery and 
oppression, but they are unaware 
of this, for they have never known 
anything but Soviet life. The 
members. of this younger genera- 
tion have neither sympathy nor 
understanding for their elders; 
there is no bond between them. 
If anyone puts forth a thought 
which does not fit into the: pat- 
tern laid down by Stalin, they do 
not argue against it, but they 
react with such suspicion of the 
other’s true intentions and hid- 
den thoughts that he quickly 
learns to keep: hig ideas to him- 
self. They are primitives who 
hate the unfamiliar. 
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HERE were a number of 
T arrested young Communists 

in our cell, and their attitude 
toward Berta Alexandrovna was a 
combination of suspicion and con- 
tempt. She spoke several for- 
eigh languages fluently and could 
became as enthusiastic about 
Michelangelo’s sonnets as they 
about the dubious successes of 
the Five-Year Plan. Everything 
about Berta’s emotional and in- 
tellectual world was foreign to 
the young Communists, and there- 
fore Berta—who had spent years 
of her life in Tsarist prisons for 
the sake of her ideals—was an 
enemy to them. , 


People like Berta Alexandrovna 
were doubly isolated. They were 
alone as every prisoner is, and 
they were cut off from the mass 
of the. prisoners. ‘Later I saw her 
again at Kolyma, when we had 
both been 10 years in prison. Her

HEN Capt. Charles Ward 
We commanding the 
United States Coast Guard 
eutter Northland, a ship of the 
Northeast Greenland Task Unit 
which had been sent to destroy 
a Nazi weather-radio station on 
Sabihe island in the Greenland 
sea, headed into the Arctic in the 
summer of 1943, all he knew 
about ice was that it made a 
pleasant clink in a tall drink. 
Three years later warm-water 
sailor Thomas was an ice expert, 
veteran of four expeditions in the 
frozen waters of the e Circle, 
and possessor of such a reputa- 
tion as an ice skipper that he was 
chosen for the tough job of navi- 
gating naval supply and command 
ships with thin unprotected ‘hulls 
through the Ross sea ice pack at 
the bottom of the 
“Operation High Jump,” R. Adm. 
Richard E. Byrd's 1946-47 expedi- 
tion into the Antarctic. 


Now commandant of the 2le 
state Second Coast Guard Dis- 
trict, with headquarters in St. 
Louis, 48-year-old Capt. Thomas 
is marking time, waiting for his 
next assignment at sea and en- 
joying’ a new-found reputation as 
the author of an adventure- 
packed book, “Ice Is Where You 
Find It.” 


Published by Bobbs-Merrill and 
just off the presses, the book is 
an exciting and often humorous 


account of how Capt. Thomas, “an. 


ice worm,” a novice at polar navi- 
gation, learned the business the 
hard way, in, moreover, “a ‘top- 
heavy tub” that wasn't even built 
as an icebreaker. 

“The impression I had received 


of the ice was both confusing 
and terrifying,” Capt. Thomas 
writes in the opening chapter. 
“‘Crush you like an eggshell if 
you're not careful!’ everyone told 
me. ‘Just use ordinary horse 
sense. There are no rules,’ was 
Task-Unit Commander Capt. 
C. C. Von Paulsen's curt advice. 


But I doubted whether I pos-. 


sessed even meager horse sense. 
Now, with the apparently formi- 
dable wall of ice looming un- 
broken on the horizoh before me 
for the first time, my legs felt 
shaky.

$6 HEN I remembered that 
T my ship, which had been 
built in 1926 to replace the 
historic Coast Guard cutter Bear, 
was designed for the less rigorous 
ice of the Bering Sea. She had 
been the first steel ice vessel in 
the service of tthe Uriited States, 
and old-timers still predicted with 
wagging heads that she would 
never weather a real pinch. 


“*No give to her sides. Should 
have been built of wood,’ the old 
ice sailors lamented. ‘Diesel en- 
gines are no good for ice,’ they 
went on. ‘They ought to have put 
Scotch boilers and reciprocating 
engines in her! She’s got too 
much top hamper and deckhouse. 
Top-heavy tub!’ And so on.” 


But like the sailor he was—he 
had a'veady stacked up 18 years 
in the Coast Guard—Capt. Thomas 
never questioned his orders to sail 
his “top-heavy tub” into the 
frozen waters. As commander of 
the Northland, he had somehow 
to get his ship to Sabine Island 
and carry out orders to destroy 
the German meteorological station 
which was helping U-boat wolf 
packs operate off Cape Farewell, 
Greenland, and along the sea 
routes to Iceland. Somehow this 
station had to be wiped out to 
prevent its supplying German 
submarines with advance informa- 
tion about the weather which 
breeds over Greenland and then 
moves out into the Atlantic and 
to prevent its serving as a relay 
point for messages from the Ger- 
man Submarine Command in 
Europe. 

On reaching Sabine Island, 
Capt. Thomas and the crew of 
the Northland prepared for an 
attack. 


“IT maneuvered the Northland 
to the shore-fast\ice spanning the 
narrows, nosed into it and planted 
an ice anchor—and the landing 
force poured over the side to be- 
gin its advance,” Capt. Thomas 
describes the  before-breakfast 
scene. “But the ‘Battle of Sabine 
Island’ will probably never be 
recommended as a study refer- 
ence to future students of war- 
fare. It reminded me of something 
I once had read about the King’s 
horses and the King’s men who 
went after a lion and caught a 
mouse. The mouse we caught, a 
forlorn little German _ doctor, 
looked as though he had just 
been booted off a boxcar in a 
Middle Western tank town. 

“This capture of ours—an amaz- 
ing story in some respects—took 
place in the course of a series of 
rather anticlimactic evénts. The

NORTHWIND, WITH CAPT. THOMAS COMMANDING, 


on a vital but difficult stretch of 
Greenland’s east coast. And it 
was on this assignment that the 
Eastwind smashed her way north- 
ward to unexplored horizons and 
established a record for having 
pushed farther “northward than 
any vessel in history. 


On Sept. 25, 1944, Capt. Thom- 
as noted in his diary: “We are 
less than 600 miles from the 
North Pole—the farthest north a 
ship has ever pushed under her 
own power. The northeast Green- 
land pack is the world’s toughest. 
This is a historic occasion.” But 
because of wartime secrecy the 
event passed without acclaim. 


During the season's operations, 
the Eastwind captured a German 
expeditionary force in the north- 
ernmost engagement ever fought 
and later captured the German 
armed transport Externestiene, 
the first capture of an enemy sur- 
face ship by the United States 
since the war with Spain. 
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T was in the small hours of the 

morning on a day in October of 

1944 that a landing party 
swarmed down over the side of 
the Eastwind to engage a German 
force operating a weather station 
on the Arctic island of North 
Little Koldewey. 


“We had carefully rehearsed an 
attack by exercising our landing 
force night and day,” Capt. Thom- 
as writes in describing the tense 
hours before the attack. ‘‘Now at 
last we were up against the real 
thing. I decided to push the East- 
wind through the pack ice under 
cover of darkness. It was well 
after midnight before the ship 
had battered her way through to 
inside the pack. We entered canal- 
like Koldewey strait and inside 
the strait we found . ourselves 
bucking a swift current which 
flowed out of Dove bay. Sweep- 
ing to the sea, it carried huge 
masses of icebergs, floebergs and 
large floes which popped out of 
the Stygian darkness like silent 
specters.” 


Creeping silently up the Strait, 


the Eastwind anchored at 4 a.m. 
and scouts, and an infantry and 
a weapons platoon hit the ice. The 
men moved stealthily across the 
frozen island and were swallowed 
up in the darkness. 


“The battle of North Little Kol- 
dewey was over in an hour,” Capt. 
Thomas writes. “There were no 
casualties on either side, and not 
one shot was fired. Again my es- 
timate was fluky. I had sent a 
giant to do an infant’s work. But, 
I told myself, had it not been for 
the disciplined and co-ordinated 
soldiering of my-.men, the Ger- 
mans might have defied a division 
~—like Leonidas at Thermopylae. 


“The reconnaissance patrol fer- 
reted out the German outpost 
guard and overpowered it before 
the alarm could be spread. Then 
it located the main body of the 
Germans without being observed. 
It had the enemy penned between 
sea and rocks before the interior

guard was aware of what was tak- 
ing place.” 


Important as was the disabling 
of the German weather station 
and the capture of its entire 
complement of 12 officers and 
men, even more far-reaching in 
effect was the Eastwind’s seizure 
of German documents, including 
the all-important German sub- 
marine-contact code; their oper- 
ations plan of the admiral of the 
Polar Seas; land-mine plans for 
German stations in Greenland, 
Spitzbergen and Nova Zembla; 
deployment of German Arctic 
naval forces; all German weather 
and communications codes: and 
details of three German Arctic 
naval expeditions, 
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FEW days later, on Oct. 14, 
A tie Eastwind’s reconnaissance 
plane spotted the German ship 
Externestiene, frozen solid in a 
consolidated field of polar ice 


‘about 10 miles off Cape Bergen, 


Shannon Island. 


“The officer of the deck moved 
the general-alarm lever, and the 
bong! bong! bong! burst out im- 
patiently as the crew rushed 
quietly to battle stations,” Capt. 
Thomas recounts. 

“We still had five miles to go 
to reach the point where the 
Eastwind would launch her at- 
tack. And those five miles were 
all ice miles — many times as 
arduous as sea miles, for the ice 
became heavier with each lunge. 
The vessel reared and slowed 
with the violent impact of each

charge into the ice. At times I 
thought she must surely buckle 
some of the frames in her fore- 
peak. But the foreward damage- 
control party kept assuring me 
the hull was holding up under 
the terrific beating.” 


From his battle station on the 
flying bridge, Capt. Thomas 
watched as the Eastwind closed 
in for the kill. He had instructed 
his gunnery officer that no fire 
would be directed into the enemy 
unless the Germans chose to fight 
it out. The first salvo was to be 
a “short,” the second an “over,” 
and it was the Captain’s hope that 
the third salvo, a “near hii,” 
would scare the skipper of the 
Externestiene into surrendering. 
After three salvos by the East- 
wind’s guns, a blinker message 
stabbed through the darkness 
from the German ship.

English: ‘We give up!’ the 

Captain says simply of 
this feat which made history as 
the first capture of an enemy 
surface ship by the United States 
since the war with Spain. “Our 
blinker men then flashed in Ger- 
man: ‘Do not scuttle ship.’ I pur- 
posely failed to add the words ‘or 
we will fire’ because I knew I 
lacked the heart to open up our 
guns on defenseless men.” 


Capt. Thomas accepted the for- 
mal surrender of the Exter- 
nestiene on the frozen desert of 
ocean ice, manned her with a 
prize crew and undertook the 
arduous job of breaking her out 
of the ice. When that was com- 
pleted the Eastwind’s men piped 
the United States ensign to the 
Externestiene’s main gaff and 
cracked a bottle of enemy cham- 
pagne against her hull to christen 
her Eastbreeze. Now the U.S:S. 
Callo, the captured Externestiene 
was used by Captain Thomas on 
patrol duty with a prize crew 
in his task unit. 


In 1945 Capt. Thomas was given 
command of the Greenland Patrol 
and moved ashore in southwest 
Greenland to a new command 
post. In a chapter in his book deal- 
ing with this new command, there 
is a lone and intriguing sentence 
which reads: “I talked to Fred- 
erick, a kayakman and renowned 
hunter, with Miss Magnella (the 
Danish nurse at Ivigtut who is 
now my ‘wife) acting as inter- 
preter.” It is the only mention of 
Miss Magnella in the book. 


In his office in the Old Cus- 
toms House here, Capt. Thomas 
told the story of how he met 
Anna Magnella. Pursued by vora- 
cious mosquitoes, the Captain 
took refuge in the hospital at 
Ivigtut and was introduced to a 
personable and pretty young 
nurse. A few evenings later he 
returned to call a second time, 
but without any excuse of being 
pursued by man-eating mosqui- 
toes. Soon he was taking Miss 
Magnella on his rounds of Eski- 
mo villages, where she acted as 
his interpreter in the interest of 
preserving the United States- 
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Greenland Agreement and before 
long romance had blossomed. 


Anna Magnella, now Mrs. 
Charles Thomas of 8007 Teasdale 
avenue, was a nurse in the Danish 
navy stationed in Copenhagen 
when she was selected for duty 
in Greenland in 1938. She was 
due to go home in the summer 
of 1940 when the Germans occu- 
pied Denmark and so she took 
her furlough in the United States. 
With a United States Army nurse 
she hitchhiked across the United 
States and back, picked up a re- 
markable knowl@ige of the Eng- 
lish language, returned to Green- 
land in a convoy that was at- 
tacked by a Nazi submarine wolf 
pack and survived to return to 
duty at Ivigtut. 


In May of 1946, Capt. Thomas 
and Miss Magnella, known in Den- 
mark as a famous skier and 
ladies’ champion slalom and cross 
country champion of Greenland, 
were married in Washington, D.C. 
Miss Magnella was given in mar- 
riage by Povl Bang-Jensen of the 
Danish embassy. They were given 
a honeymoon trip to Denmark by 
the Greenland Administration for 
the Danish crown and had re- 
turned to Greenland to live at the 
United States naval base there, 
when Capt. Thomas was ordered 
back to the United States and 
given command of the heavy ice- 
breaker Northwind, one of Byrd's 
Antarctic Expeditionary vessels, 
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sarssuak after returning 

ool our honeymoon and 
dumped all our dirty clothes in 
the wash when my orders came,” 
Capt. Thomas laughs in recollec- 
tion. “We had to be on a plane 
that was leaving within the hour. 
We simply put our clothes through 
a wringer, dumped them dripping 
wet into a canvas sea bag and re- 
turned to Washington.” 


During the 1946-47 Operation 
High Wind, the official designa- 
tion of the Byrd expedition, Capt. 
Thomas, commanding the North- 
wind, spearheaded the movement 
of naval command and supply 
ships through the Ross sea ice 
pack, the worst in history, to Lit- 
tle America, It was this feat that 
was to lead Admiral Byrd to call 
Capt. Thomas “one of the best ice 
sailors alive.” 


Upon return from the Byrd ex- 
pedition, Capt. Thomas was as- 
signed to re-establish and com- 
mand the Bering Sea Patrol. In 
his book he describes a peace- 
time cruise with the Patrol where 
a scant two miles separates Soviet 
territory from Alaska. 


“The economic as well as the 
political destiny of the United 
States and other nations of the 
world will creep ever pole- 
ward,” Capt. Thomas reasons in 
his book. ‘Admiral Byrd has rec- 
ognized this for many years. He 
has dedicated his career to prov- 
ing that man can make a friend 
of ice—make it serve him rather 
than deter him. So in war and 
peace, the role of the ice sailor, 
the icebreaker and iceworthy ves- 
sel is one of growing importance. 
Unquestionably there will be a 
place for the submarine and other 
vessel types as civilization pushes 
northward. Technical improve- 
ments in ice navigating and 
breaking are inevitable—even to 
the point of disintegrating ice. 
But throughout the polar world 
there will always be good ice 
years and bad ice years. It is 
with the bad ice years the United 
States and her peace-loving 
friends must be prepared to cope. 
For ice is where you find it.” 


Although he was born in Pasa- 
dena, Calif., Capt. Thomas says 
it was sheer -accident that he 
does not claim Perry, Ark., for his 
birthplace. The town of Perry 
was founded by his father, Charles 
E. Thomas, but the captain was 
born in California while his 
mother was there on a visit. 


“At the age of 10 my family 
moved me to Bremerton, Wash.,” 
the captain recalls. “There at 
the age of 45, my father, who was 
a banker, went back to college 
to study engineering and today 
he is one of the best known en- 
gineers in Seattle. At 14, I was 
sent to military school and de- 
veloped a terrific interest in mili- 
tary science and tactics. All lI 
wanted was to go to West Point 
but I was unable to get an ap- 
pointment because my father had 
no political affiliations. So I 
took the Coast Guard Academy 
competitive examination, passed 
it and at the age of 21 graduated 
from the Academy.” 
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ROM 1925 until 1941, when as 
F: lieutenant commander he was 

assigned to the staff of Com- 
mander, Transport Force, Atlantic 
Fleet, Capt. Thomas served at sea 
in many ships and ashore in many 
billets. 


Two years ago Capt. Thomas 
was made Commandant of the 
Second Coast Guard District with 
headquarters in St. Louis. He is 
an oceanographer and has made 
extensive physical, chemical and 
biological investigations in the re- 
mote frigid corners of the world. 
Since coming to St. Louis, he has 
studied in his spare time at Wash- 
ington University, in preparation 
for his next assignment at sea 
when he hopes to explore marine 
bottom sediments at unprecedent- 
ed depths. 

A member of Sigma XI, Amer- 
ican Paleontological Society, 
American Geophysical Union, 
Arctic Institute of North America 
and the American Polar Society, 
Capt. Thomas was pressured into 
writing his book, “Ice Is Where 
You Find It,” after he appeared 
on the Ralph Edwards show “This 
Is Your Life” and talked about 
his travels-in the frozen waters at 
the bottom and the top of the 
world. 

“Admiral Byrd has likened the 
ice of the Polar Sea to a woman 
—beautiful, capricious, fascinat- 
ing and dangerous.” Capt. Thomas 
says. “I have tried to bring out 
this beauty and fascination and 
danger in my book, Writing the 
book wasn’t an easy job, but 
thank goodness I could type. I 
learned it in the good old days, 
when junior officers in a previ- 
ous generation of the Coast Guard 
had to know how to operate a 
typewriter.”

Adoption: 
Can It Be 
Annulled?

to adopt a child. “But it 

would be a tragedy if the 
child didn’t turn out well, and 
everybody knows such things 
happen,” Mr. A. writes. 


Very true; and sometimes par- 
ents are surprised to find - that 
one of their own children doesn’t 
turn out well, Mr. A. What. ig a 
parent going to do in such a 
case? But you ask, “If parents, 
after adopting a child, later dis- 
cover that it is defective or very 
unsatisfactory, can the adoption 
be voided or annulled? That 
would seem to be a necessary 
protection to people like us who 
could give some child a good 
home, but wouldn't want to be 
disgraced.” 

If you deal with a child-placing 
agency, Mr. A., I suspect they'll 
turn down your application. They 
will probably not think that a 
couple with their fingers crossed 
are likely to provide the best

ertheless, the question you have 
raised is a fair one and in some 
instances an important one. Sup- 
pose an adopted child turns out 
later to be feeble-minded?

ANYONE can appeal to the 
courts for help in such a case, and 
it appears that the individual 
judge has some discretion. In 
many jurisdictions the laws are 
somewhat indefinite. Anyone with 
such a problem would probably 
be well advised to employ a law- 
yer, and then lay the facts before 
a court that deals with juveniles. 

Sometimes a court will abrogate 
an adoption if the child turns out 
to be hopelessly feeble-minded— 
particularly if the adoptive par- 
ents are quite unable to bear the 
expense of caring for such a child. 
Ocassionally an adoption may be 
abrogated if the couple are di- 
vorced, and neither one wants or 
is able to care for the child. Some- 
times the child is taken away and 
given back to the real parents, if

under duress or unusual circum- 
stances,

HOMER, Nebr., Sept. 29. 

SURGE of righteousness 
A svent the ranks of the Ne- 

braska Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union. Richard J. 
(Two-Gun) Hart had _. been 
charged with the shooting of a 
bootlegger during a raid and the 
W.C.T.U. felt impelled to let this 
fearless Federal officer know that 
it was right behind him. 

“Will those members who are 
near enough to reach the trial 
drop all personal affairs,” plead- 
ed the organization’s special bul- 
letin. “Go in a body, early enough 
to get good seats, and wear your 
white ribbon on both dress and 
wrap!” 

That was 25 years ago and the 
case, as it happened, never came 
to trial. But the W.T.U, had 
every cause to back “Two-Gun” 
to the hilt. He was their Scarlet 
Pimpernel, their hero. In = 
month alone he cleaned out 30 
stills. All Nebraska watched and 
cheered as Hart, decked out in 
high-heeled cowboy boots, 10-gal- 
lon hat and pearl-handled shoot- 
in’ irons, crusaded against crime. 
The newspapers of the period 
billed him as a sort of frontier- 
style Kefauver Committee and 
recorded his exploits in a cease- 
less flow of front-page stories. 

“R. J. Hart Battles Gamblers,” 
said the headline over one ace- 
count. 

“State Agent Hart Cleans Up 
on Cedar County,” reported an- 
other. 

“Hart Finds More Moonshine 
Whisky,” crowed a third. 

“Dick Hart in Homer Tuesday 
Trailing Thieves,” was the word 
shortly afterward. 

Nobody in Homer (population 
360) knew much about Hart’s 
past. He had drifted into town 
in 1918 and began working as a 
house painter. He said he came 
from nearby Jackson where he 
had been working on a railroad 
gang. Lean, sturdy and—in the 
language of a contemporary news- 
paper account—‘“gifted with a

frank and open countenance,” he 
was soon made town marshal. He 
proved his worth in 1920 when 
Homer was flooded to the roof- 
tops. Mrs. Carl Thompson still 
remembers gratefully how Dick 
Hart, paddling through the churn- 
ing tide in a water tank, pulled 
her out of a treetop and saved 
her life. 

Hart married Kathleen Winch, 
a local girl from a_ respected 
family, and settled down to nurs- 
ing his secret. 

Only a little over a week ago, 
bald, pudgy and nearly blind, he 
walked into a federal courtroom 
in Chicago, one arm leaning on 
his wife, the other on a white 
cane. His secret was out: his real 
name was James Capone, brother 
of the late “Scarface Al,” the 
most notorious name in gangster- 
dgm. 

“He was the failure in the 
family,” joked Assistant United 
States Attorney Lawrence J. 
Miller, 
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T turned out that “Two-Gun,” 
| now 63 years old and the oldest 

of six children, had left the 
Capone fireside in Brooklyn about 
1904 and hit the westward trail, 
as he puts it, “looking for adven- 
ture.” He worked for a circus 
and once, he says, ciled windmills 
and roped steers on ranches in 
Texas. He called himself Hart 
because he admired Bill Hart, 
idol of the silent screen. He 
never got in touch with his fam- 
ily until about ten years ago when 
he was broke. 


Folks' in Homer were not sur- 
prised over the recent develop- 
ments. The secret of Hart’s iden- 
tity leaked out locally about two 
years ago, when FBI men began 
showing an extraordinary inter- 
est in “Two-Gun,” and it didn’t 
keep him from becoming justice 
of the peace last year. Nor did 
fellow-citizens find it colorful to 
be neighbor to a Capone. In 
fact, the revelation was an anti- 
climax for “Two-Gun” had been 
a mysterious figure to them for 
a long time. 

Certainly, they had been saying 
fc: years, it was unusual for a 
citizen of Homer to sport loud 
shirts, flamboyant ties, flashy 
rings, big-brimmed hats—perhaps 
with a row of fishing flys in the 
band—and to swagger important- 
ly about the unpaved streets 
whistling almost continuously and 
with notable volume. It was also 
odd how. “Two-Gun” kept pulling 
fat wads of cash out of his pocket 
for public showing. Some swore 
that there were $100 bills in the 
roll. Others contended that there 
was a thin layer of real money on 
the outside and stage money be- 
neath. 

In some respects, the Harts live 
just about like everybody else in 
Homer. Their house (which used 
to belong to Mrs. Hart’s family) 
is a somewhat cramped but com- 
fortable two-story white frame af- 
fair which they share with a 
handful of chickens and an affec- 
tionate brown -and- white cocker 
spaniel pup named Danny. 

They don’t have many visitors 
and they own no car. Mrs. Hart 
raises tomatoes, labors diligently 
over the weeds in the well-kept 
yard and plays the piano, “Mock- 
ing Bird Mill 
‘ites. She is a pillar in the com- 
munity’s somewhat restricted civic 
whirl and has long been entrusted 
with collecting dues for her club, 
the Royal Neighbors. ‘ 

But beyond conforming to these 
homely aspects of Homer society, 
“Two-Gun’s”. resemblance to the 
typical taxpayer of Dakota County 
is neglible, ‘

While citizens in this earthy 
corn-and-cattle country, on the 
fringe of an Indian reservation, 
don’t exactly twitter like Little 
Lord Fauntleroy, none matched 
Hart’s blustery ‘“what-the-hell- 
d’ya mean” conversation. And 
none liked so well to be boss at 
parades, picnics and fish frys. 
Whenever there was outdoor ¢ook- 
ing on any scale, “Two-Gun” was 
apt to be on hand as master of 
ceremonies, lecturing on how to 


smoke fish, cure mushrooms and’ 


pickle meat. ® 


His versatility was remarkable. 
“Two-Gun” could hang wallpaper 
and paint roofs. In his earlier 
years he was a local wrestler of 


. repute. He played the piano, man- 


dolin, fiddle, guitar, musical saw 
and once led a local band. He 
did fancy shooting at rodeos. He 
cleaned and repaired guns and de- 
lighted in showing them off with 
no particular provocation. Until a 
few years ago he ran a “hobby 
shop” in Homer where he special- 
ized in fixing radios. 

It was a mystery to old-timers 
why Homer should have a “hobby 
shop.” They thought the town 
needed it about as much as it re- 
quired the Empire State Building. 
None, however, suggested this in 
Hart s presence, for he made no 
close personal friends in all his 
33 years at Homer. Perhaps this 
was because he was known to have 
something of a tempes. Twice in 
recent years, Sheriff Tilden (Tony) 
Goodsell says, he was booked for 
assault and battery. 
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OST intriguing, of course, was 
M Hart’s regional fame as a one- 

time marshal, state agent and 
Federal officer of the Indian 
service during the ’twenties, just 
when Al Capone was taking in an 
estimated $100,000,000 a year 
from assorted rackets and ruled 


Chicago with a sawed-off shotgun. - 


Nearly all of Hart’s fellow 
crime busters have died or' gone, 
but. Allan Stoner, a patrolman on 
the police force of Sioux City, 
Iowa, 14 miles northeast of here, 
remembers how “Two-Gun” once 


took on a bootlegger who dared. 


Hart to unstrap his revolvers and 
then try to take him in. 

“They fought for an hour right 
on* the street th everybody 
watching,” says Stoner with a 
gleam in his eyes, “until finally 
the whisky runner gave up and 
Hart took him in. It was a big 
moment in my life. It made me 
decide to become an officer my- 
self.” 

In those days, Hart never did 


In this case, “Two-Gun” was able 
to hold only one of the suspects. 


No mission in the name of law 
and order seemed too rugged for 
“Two-Gun.” Usually he operated 
by winning the confidence of 
crooks, a game at which he ex- 
celled. He might get a job ona 
paving gang as a blind (subse- 
quently pulling in 18 suspects). 
A bootlegger he had befriended 
proudly invited Hart to inspect 
his “swell little layout down. by 
the creek.” And once Hart put 
the finger on a candidate for 
sheriff. 


The would-be sheriff, like most 
of Hart’s customers, did not stay 
at liberty long. His campaign for 
office was cut short by six months 
in jail and a $1000 fine, “the last 
ten days of his jail career to be 
on bread and water.” 


One year the rumor went about 
that Hart had been killed in a 
gun battle. But, like the hero in 
a Hollywood western, he re-ap- 
peared dramatically some time 
lJater at a rodeo and the populace 
shouted acclaim. 

Visitors from more sedate sec- 
tions of the country never failed 
to hear about the legendary “Two- 
Gun” and they wrote home about 
him as one of the fantastic phe- 
nomena of the wild west. 


“They talk about a young man 
here called Dick Hart who dresses 
in real cowboy styles and rides 
bucking horses,” a young woman 
from the east reported to her 
parents in a letter. “He is no re- 
lation to Bill Hart. Bill is a poor 
screen actor but Dick is a real 
actor. The Government gives him 
a job to shoot bootleggers to keep 
him from killing Indians and hon- 
est white people.”

“Old Dick told so many stories 
one never knew what to believe,” 
says Smith with a chuckle.

safe. Then, in 1947, his best 
known brother, Scarface Al, was 
laid to rest following an apoplec- 
tic stroke in his Florida villa. 
“Two-Gun” did not attend the 
funeral, but the event contrib- 
uted indirectly to his identifica- 
tion to a few Homer residents. 

“I figured out then who he 
was,” says Harold Winch, Hart’s 
brother-in-law. “The magazines 
had a lot of stories of the Ca- 
pone funeral and the family and 
all the family’s first names were 
the same as the names of the Chi- 
cago relatives Dick always talked 
about. He was always talking 
‘Uncle Ralph.’” Understandably, 
the relatives were not interested 
in broadcasting this discovery to 
neighbors. 

Not much later, tax authorities 
became intrested in the financial 
affairs of Ralph Capone, finally 
charging him with an alleged in- 
come tax evasion of $96,679. In 
going through Ralph’s papers they 
came across a Richard J. Hart 
who was on the payroll and held 
title to the Mercer lodge. They 
traced him back to his home in 


the Nebraska hills. 


Homer is an easy-going town 
where the noonday whistle blows 
only when someone happens to be 
in the fire house at mid-day, and 
the town was not disturbed by 
the latest story about “Two-Gun.” 
Those who didn’t fear Hart rather 
liked him. He was the commu- 
nity “character,” and besides he 
had been a pretty good father. 

He raised four sons, all of them 
well liked. Bill, 28, served with 
the Navy in the South Pacific and 
works in a Mercer (Wis.) trailer 
factory. Sherman, 27, was with 
the field artillery in Normandy 
and tends bar in Mercer. Harry, 
25, lives in Homer and is a house 
painter. He tried to get into 
service at 17 but rheumatic fever 
kept him out. Richard, the fourth 
son, died in action as a medical 
corpsman in the Philippines. His 
father took it hard. He still talks 
about his namesake son and a 
commendation for the boy, signed 
by President Franklin Roosevelt, 
hangs framed in the Hart living 
room. 

“You can say for me that he 
has been as fine a dad to me and 
my brothers as anyone could ask 
for,” Harry told reporters. “I’m 
proud of him.” 

“Two-Gun” might have lived 
out his days in obscurity, just 
whistling, playing cards and be- 
ing justice of the peace (he has 
no office and no business since 
all cases go to the nearby county 
seat, Dakota City) if the Federal 
people had not pressed their 
complaint against brother Ralph. 

Early this month, “Two-Gun” 
was subpenaed to appear before 
a Federal grand jury in Chicago 
which is investigating “Bottles.” 
Mrs. Hart did not feel like going. 
She said she couldn’t see the 
sense in leaving her geraniums 
and her chickens just to travel 
to Chicago to talk to a lot of 
people. 

But on the appointed day, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hart arrived in Chicago 
and went to stay with “Two- 
Gun’s” mother, who is in her 
eighties and lives in a substantial 
two-story brownstone home on 
the south side. 

And when time came for his 
testimony, Hart trudged dutifully 
into court, dressed like a retired 
businessman and unusually soft- 
spoken for a Capone. 

“I’ve been a law enforcement 
officer most of my life,” said 
Scarface Al’s big brother quietly 
as he went to face the jury. 

When Hart returned home this 
week I asked him whether he ex- 
pected to keep his adopted name. 

“I certainly am,” he snapped, 
“T’ve had it so long it’s legal.” 

Was he at all perturbed about 

a Capone? 

“Why should I be ashamed of 
it?” he demanded, “I didn’t have 
nothin’ to do with it!”

Parks Can Be 
Bit Too Cute 
| In His Shows

NEW YORK, Sept. 29. 
CAN spot a trend as well as 
the next fellow. I keep telling 
myself, and the trend I have 
spotted—stand back, men! This 
is dynamite—it’s Bert Parks. 
Bert Parks on Stop the Music. 
Bert Parks on Break the Bank. 


Bert Parks on a _ thrice-weekly 


KSD-TV afternoon show aptly 
named the. Bert Parks show. 

Some years ago the trend was 
Arthur Godfrey. Arthur Godfrey 
time. Arthur Godfrey and His 
Friends. Arthur Godfrey’s Talent 
Scouts. Fears were expressed, 
during this‘ phase of Mr. God- 
frey’s expanding economy, that he 
would eventually engulf all of 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem. I was looking forward with 
some alarm to reviewing Young 
Dr. Godfrey, Our Gal Godfrey, 
Godfrey Goes A-Shopping and the 
rest of them. But the Godfrey 
expansion was finally halted. Now 
we have the Bert Parks menace. 

.. 2 & 

THIS HAS GOT to be stopped. 
I can’t be looking at Bert Parks 
all the time. Where Mr. Godfrey 
confines himself to one network, 
Mr. Parks is generously distrib- 
uted over ‘two, NBC possessing 
about twice as much Parks as 
ABC. Mr. Parks, who also emcees 
the Macy parade from time to 
time just to keep from perishing 
of inactivity, is a personable, 
high-voltage operator with a grin 
you can read by. 

He originally sprang into prom- 
inence by giving away Cadillacs, 
mink coats and 12 years’ supplies 
of shaving cream on “Stop the 
Music.” You might think this is 
easy but it isn’t. Parks can give 
away $20,000 with a flourish that 
no one else has never quite 
matched. It’s too bad Parks wasn’t 
born a Rockefeller. Then all those 
millions could have been distrib- 
uted in full sight of all of us on 
television. Parks would have 
passed the moola around in bun- 
dles of $1000 bills while buzzers 
sounded, lights flashed and Betty 
Ann Grove sang “Millionaires Are 
Hard to Find” in the background. 

Somewhere during his chari- 
table activities, it was discovered 
Parks had a distinct flair for 
comedy, a passable voice and, 
after taxes, a $40,000 personality 
which is a lot of personality. This 
led to the afternoon show, an en- 
terprise in which Parks doesn’t 
give away so much as a can of 
sardines. 

. * 

THE AFTERNOON SHOW is a 
very pleasant half hour and cer- 
tainly an ambitious one for aft- 
ernoon TV. It is awash with gim- 
micks, sight gags and elaborate 
song cues and it is so strikingly 
informal that, as a gesture of re- 
spect, you ought to remove your 
shoes while watching it. In the 
middle of a song, ‘“‘We Joined the 
Navy to See the World,” Parks 
and his sidekick Bobby Sherwood, 
a reformed bandleader, will ar- 
range to have a near-sighted ad- 
miral walk overboard—“We lose 
more admirals”—and then go 
right on with the song. 

It’s a prank, really, rather than 
comedy but then TV comedy is 
getting awfully prankish. *On the 
Parks show, they play the pranks 
on one another. One of the chief 
victims is Betty Ann Grove, who 
has been asked to do everything 
except ride elephants to put a

My only complaint about Mr. 
Parks—and for that matter, about 
his show—is that he is oc- 
casionally overwhelmed by his 
own cuteness. Come to think of 
it, in the whole industry every- 
thing’s got to be cute now.

“Rubens” approaches its de- 
nouement in a series of paintings 
on the life of Christ, with the 
head of Christ in the Antwerp 
Cathedral's ‘Erection of the 
Cross,” as the climax of the action.

THE FILM has been prepared 
with enthusiasm and loving care. 
It can give to everyone the “new 
eyes” with which, ordinarily, only 
the most imaginative gallery goers 
are endowed by nature. The view- 
er becomes an active participant 
in an esthetic experience through 
quick alternation of closeups, 
lightning flashes, swift and ar- 
rested motion and all sorts of 
animation implied by the pictures 
themselves.

HE abilitv fo create the couturiere type of fashions and popu- 
larly priced suits, and to maintain a successful clientele in both 
of these widely different fields at the same time has won Jane 


Derby, New York designer, the coveted American Fashion Critics’ 


Award. 
This award, which was pre- 
sented in New York last Monday, 


has given Mrs. Derby the -unique 
distinction of being the first 
woman to gain recognition for 
creating in two distinct branches 
of the fashion industry simulta- 
neously. Widely known in St. 
Louis where she has many friends 
as well as a wide following among 
well-dressed women, Mrs. Derby 
is regarded as the perfect ex- 
ponent of good taste in apparel. 

This was the ninth annual pre- 
sentation of awards sponsored by 
Coty, Inc., made since 1942 by 
a jury of fashion editors. In ad- 
dition to Mrs. Derby’s recogni- 
tion, two other dress designers, 
Vera Maxwell and Anne Fogarty, 
received special awards. The first 
of these was given for contribu- 
tions to fashion in the designing 
of tailored clothes and the sec- 
ond for junior styles. A special 
citation went to Sylvia °“Pedlar, 
lingerie designer, and two pre- 
vious award winners, Norman 
Norell and Pauline Trigere, were

Is Growing Question Over U.S. 


He Denies Presidential Ambitions — May 


Want to Be 


a Republican 


‘Marshall.’

NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (AP)— 
Where does Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur fit into the political jig- 
saw of 1952? 

No other national figure—not 
even the President nor Gen. 
Eisenhower—has aroused more 
speculation, stirred more interest 
or intrigued more curiosity in 
recent months than the deposed 
Far Eastern Supreme Comman- 
der. All over the country, people 
are asking, ‘“‘What’s he up to”? 

With each new public appear- 
ance, the feeling grows that Mac- 
Arthur is “up to” something. But 
what? 

Three guesses have been ad- 
vanced: 


He is aiming at a Republican 
nomination for the presidency. 

Given a Republican adminis- 
tration, and one headed by a 
friend of his, MacArthur might 
be Secretary of Defense. 

He is building himself into 
the role. of an “elder states- 
man,” a potent, behind-the- 
scenes figure who could influ- 
ence policy without actually 
holding office. 


Disclaims Candidacy. 


The general has disclaimed the 
first of these. In Texas, he told 
a reporter, the answer was “Em- 
phatically no” when asked if he 
would run for president. In 
Washington a Democratic senator 
immediately retorted, “If he isn’t 
running for President, there isn’t 
a steer in Texas.” 

MacArthur, in Boston, said he 
would “raise my voice again and 
again,” on the great issues of the 
day. These have been his only 


words on the subject of his in- 
tentions. 

MacArthur, is ‘never notably 
communicative about his plans. 
He has held no press conferences, 
much less made himself available 
for curbside interview. His aids 
speak for him, and they keep a 
protective screen around him 
when he is traveling. Written 
questionnaires, sent in, never 
“come back answered. 

So at the moment, the General 
is Mona Lisa in an old campaign 
hat, interesting but inscrutable. 


Significant Actions. 


His actions, however, even 
more than his speeches, have 
been exceedingly provocative and 
possibly significant. 

Following the Washington 
“fade-away” speech, he has de- 
livered major addresses in Texas, 
traveling extensively there, in 
Boston, Chicago and Cleveland. 
Later, he appeared at the Allen- 
town (Pa.) fair. His next speech 
is slated for Florida. Before the 
end of the year, he probably will 
have covered every major section 
of the country. Why? 


Possibly, his sole motive is to 
express himself on foreign and 
domestic policy, as a good citizen 
using unique experience and 
great background. 

But each speech has been em- 
broidered with a series of quick 
public appearances. He has vis- 
ited factories, veterans hospitals, 
and even stopped in the village 
squares of New England. 

Rear Platform on Train. 

On the New England trip, he 
went from New York to Boston 
by train, traveling in a car with 


a rear platform. The _ train 


paign-train, scenes crowds 
packing tight around the platform 
. » « hand waving and hand shak- 
ing ... flowers ... and finally 
a microphone for a brief, amiable 
public address. 

MacArthur can be devastating- 
ly charming at close range and 
the reactions have been uniform- 
ly favorable. His wife, pretty, 
dark-eyed and sparkling, is a per- 
= counterfoil for the tall sol- 

er. 


? In the motorcades, they ride in 
separate cars. The general, up 
ahead, uses a semi-Salute for a 
wave. Mrs. MacArthur, beaming, 
flutters her handkerchief. In the 
wake, you hear a chorus of com- 
ments: “Isn’t she daring? She 
waved right at me.” 


These appearances suggest that 
MacArthur may be interested in 
“meeting” as many people as pos- 
sible, in making informal contacts 
with thousands. He hasn’t kissed 
any babies yet, but in other ways 
he has conformed pretty faith- 
fully to all the accepted traditions 
of the American political road 
tour. 


Surprising Speeches. 


His speeches surprised some ob- 
servers. 

Having been outside the United 
States for so many years, they ex- 
pected him to focus on foreign 
ipolicy. His work, as an officer 
and administrator, has been in 
that field. 

Instead, almost from the first, 
he plunged straight into domestic 
issues. He has consistently called 
for “morality in government,” and 
he spoke out on taxation, spend- 
ing, and the charge that the fed- 
eral government has arrogated, 
and kept, some powers that be- 
long to the states. 


On many points, these addresses 
have coincided closely with the 
arguments of Senator Robert A. 


figures for the Republican nomi- 
nation next year. Vice versa, the 
Senator, in a major speech on for- 
eign policy in the Senate last Jan- 
uary advocated some of the same 
actions in the Orient—bombing 
Manchuria, using Chinese Nation- 


Taft of Ohio, one of the leading. 


alist troops, ete.—that MacArthur 


proposed. 

In Cleveland, MacArthur 
dropped into his speech a com- 
ment, delivered smiling, that has 
been interpreted as meaning he 
will support Taft. After citing 
Ohid contributions to political 
leadership, he said, “Indications 
multiply that these contributions 
may even increase in the not too 
distant future.” 

If Taft were elected, having re- 
ceived the not inconsiderable help 
that MacArthur could give, the 
general could be a logical choice 
for a Cabinet position. He might 
be the George Marshall of a Re- 
publican administration. 


It also has been surmised that 
MacArthur might assist Taft up to 
the Republican convention. Then, 
should Taft fail to obtain the 
nomination, MacArthur himself 
might come forward, rallying 
Taft’s supporters, plus delegate 
strength from elsewhere. 

He still draws the crowds. 
Boston and Cleveland, the 
scenes of his . most recent 
speeches, gave him the regular 
big-city ovations, with people lin- 
ing the route of the motorcades, 
and ticker tape fluttering down. 
In the factories and other points 
where he stopped, people were 
massed, waiting. 

How much of that is sheer eur- 
josity, glamor-hunting, without 
any political importance whatever, 
would be hard to determine. 
Nevertheless, the people turn out 
when he appears. 


Whateter MacArthur’s own in- 
tention, some of his aides have no 
difficulty in envisioning him as a 
presidential candidate. One of 
them,-who cannot be identified, 
told this reporter: 


“Some big people would like to 
see him run. They’re trying to 
persuade him. I wish I could tell 
you how much he can have to fi- 
nance a campaign. It’s plenty— 
more than he would need.” 

Meanwhile, MacArthur’s pro- 
gram calls for more speeches in 
various parts of the country. Per- 
haps that is solely motivated by a 
concept of the duty of a good citi- 
zen.

There is a difference, however, 
between soil and air tempera- 
tures. It takes many weeks of 
warm sunshine to heat the soil 
after winter’s chill weather. Max- 
imum soil temperature often is 
not reached until August. In 
fall a warm soil gives off heat 
and may retain a higher average 
temperature than the air during 
the autumn months. 

If you are busy transplanting 
this month, make sure you pro- 
vide the new landscape citizens 
with an effective mulch, This ad- 
vice is given by Martin L. Davey 
Jr., head of the Davey tree ex- 
perts. He says a nice blanket of 
peat moss helps to hold the 
stored-up soil heat and prolongs 
the period of root growth. 

Peat moss is the preferred 
mulch because it mixes with the 
soil after the need for the mulch 
has passed.

Since then, Allison has put in most of 
his time on trains between St. Louis and 
Newburg—120 miles of rail that he knows 
like he knows the faces around his family 
dinner table. Not long ago, a vacancy oc- 
curred on the run that takes the night Me- 
teor out of St. Louis to uy me and brings 
the morning Texas Special back from there. 
In such a case, the railroad invites engi- 
neers to bid for the opening, with the job 
going to thé bidder with highest seniority. 
Now fourth from the top of the list, Allison 
got this run, which is his top preference. 

Allison is either going or coming with 
his train every day, aiading Sundays and 
He takes it out in the evening, 
sleeps at Newburg, — his train 
next morning. Then he has an overnight 
layover at home, and the next evening goes 
out again. An engineer is paid by a com- 
plicated formula that averages out his time 
and mileage. If his train is wrecked or de- 
layed, he doesn’t collect overtime pay, but 
he does get overtime if he is asked to make 
an extra run. The nationwide average 
of locomotive engineers is between $350 aa 
$450 a month. Now 66 years old, Allison 
may continué working as long as periodic 
examinations show he is physically fit.

New Construction Method Shown by Raising

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Youtz, New York architect, and Tom Slick, Texas oilman. It was 
developed at Slick’s Southwest Research Institute at San Antonio. 
The method's use in Kansas City was the first outside Texas. | 
Construction begins with setting steel columns deep in concrete 
footings. At top of each column is a lifting screw, at bottom a steel 
collar to furnish lifting hold. A concrete slab is poured in steel forms 
on ground, allowed to cure about 10 days. Hydraulic jacks are then 
— at top of each column and the raising operation begins. A. 10- 
orsepower motor drives the hydravfic system, which is controlled 
from a central instrument panel (indicated by arrow in photo below). 
After a slab has been raised, jacks are removed by crane to columns 
of next slab to be lifted. Spaces left between the raised slabs 
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are filled in by the conventional wooden-form method of concreting. 

Architects of the Kansas City project estimate the slab method 
will save more than 50 cents a square foot in construction costs. 
Saving is said to come primarily from elimination of carpentry in 
building wooden forms and from ease of installing steam lines, electric 
conduits, etc. 

A saving of about $40,000 is estimated on the Kansas City build- 
ing.

Chicken is then removed to a platter, and 
chopped onions are simmered in the liquid until golden 
brown. Chopped green pepper, tomatoes, garlic, and seca- 
sonings are added, the wine after sauce has simmered a 
bit, then all is cooked until the sauce begins to thicken. 
Chicken is returned to sauce, the skillet is covered, and 
allowed to simmer on top of stove for one hour at low heat. 

INGREDIENTS: One frying chicken, one-half cup olive 
oil, flour, one medium onion chopped, one green pepper 
seeded and chopped, one large can tomatoes, one teaspoon 
salt, one clove garlic minced, one bay leaf, one-half tea- 
spoon thyme, one teaspoon minced parsley, one-half: cup 
Sauterne or Rhine wine, pepper and paprika to taste.

All had 
been sent by the privately-supported 
Chicago Maternity Center, Which since 1895 
has delivered 95,000 babies, most of them in 
Surroundings as simple as the Fergusons’ 

apartment. 

To the Maternity Center—a sort of “hospi- 
tal on wheels”—belongs credit for seeing that 
the little drama beside the Ferguson kitchen 
sink met no obstacle. 

Months before, Margie Ferguson had gone 
to City Health Department Clinic +20 for 
pre-natal care. Early in her pregnancy she had 
Said: “I would like the Maternity Center to 
deliver my baby—at home.” Her records were 
sent to the Center, and the doctors were ready. 

Margie Ferguson’s pains began at about 
7:30 that Saturday evening, just as the neigh- 
bors were clearing up the supper dishes. 

@ “I called Shorty at his job,” she said. “He

e Minutes later, the case was listed on the 
Maternity Center’s board. At 8:27 the operator 
alerted medical students Jerome J. Podgers 
and Frank Guthrie. A half-hour later they

@ Just as the medical students left the Center, 
the operator briefed resident obstetrician Dr. 
Donald R. Dye and nurse Virginia Whalen.

Margie Ferguson’s condition. They spread 
newspapers over every surface in the kitchen. 
On the four-legged wooden table in the middle 
of the floor they made a special pad, for here 
the birth was to take place. 

Standing wide-eyed around them were the 
three Ferguson youngsters: Sylvia Jane, 64, 
James, 5, and George, Jr., 3. 

To them the medical array of basins, cotton, 
pads, clamps, syringes and tubes, was fright- 
ening. Little George kept running tearfully 
into the bedroom where his mother lay and 
throwing his arms around her neck. But soon 
Barbara Wheatley, a niece of George Ferguson, 
arrived and took all three to a neighbor's 
apartment. She came back to assist. 


It was nearly 10 p.m. when Dr. Dye and Nurse — 


Whalen drove up.

Then Podgers 
gently inspected the baby, flexing and bend- 
ing his arms ang legs to make sure there were 
no birth injuries. 

Only then did the other three Ferguson chil- 
dren rush back into the room to see their new 
brother. Nurse Whalen said jokingly: .“Do you 
like your new brother? Or shall I take him 
home with me?” 

Their faces fell. “Oh no,” they said. “Please 
leave him here with us!” : 

Shortly before 1 a.m. the surgical team left. 
Before she went, Miss Whalen walked into 
Margie Ferguson’s room to assure her that the 
visiting nurse would be on hand early Mon- 
day morning, and every day for 10 — to care 
for mother and baby.

HE PAUL BuNYAN of American bow hunt- 
ers is mighty Joe Dolan of Rupert, Ind. 
In 1947, while hunting near his home, 
Joe put an arrow in the side of a buck 
deer 173 yards away. 

Could you do it? If so, you’re a better shot 
than the 450 expert bowmen who competed in 
the sixth annual National Field Archery 
Tournament here last month. In three tries 
none of them hit it (see picture above). 

Joe’s great shot has been commemorated by 
the “Joe Dolan Clout,” an added feature of the 
tournament since 1949—and so far no one has 
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come close to duplicating it. This year, two 
archers won the “clout” (an archer’s term for 
(1) a good shot or, (2) an archery event) by 
hitting the deer after the distance had been 
cut 20 yards. “At that rate,” said one old bow- 
man, “we'll catch up to Joe in 20 years.” 


They Shot Plenty 


ET, to the archers who came here from 30 
states to.compete with each other, there 
was plenty to compensate for their bad 
luck in the “clout.” On an elaborately laid out 
course, they shot (archers never-‘‘fire’’) deer, 
lynx, antelope, elk, skunk and game birds.

NEW YORK. 

POLICEMAN was hammering at 

the door of our apartment. 
I opened it. 

“Who's the fresh guy,” he 
demanded, “who’s whistling at the 
young lady across the courtyard?” 

I was shocked. 

“My husband, Mr. Wells, is home, 
but there’s no one else,” I Said. 

“We’re working on a book about 
our recent trip to Kashmir—” — 


“Your husband?” The policeman 
fixed me with a gleam in his eye. “I 
guess I want to talk to him.” 

“Carveth Wells,” I said stiffly, 
“does NOT whistle at young... .” 

Suddenly a light dawned on me. 

“Carveth,” I called, “there’s a 
policeman here to see you — and 
you'd better bring Raffles II along!” 

Raffles II is our beloved—and ras- 
cally—mynah bird. When he saw the 
policeman he whistled. The police- 
man and my husband glared at 
Raffles II—the guilty party. 

Our mynah bird had nearly sent 
my husband to jail! That shows you 
what life can be like with a mynah 
bird. 

Our first mynah bird, Raffles I, 
became famous by such tricks. To- 
day lovable Raffles I is dead, but his 
successor, Raffles II, is as charming 
as his predecessor. I take him al- 
most everywhere I go—for you can’t 
leave a mynah bird alone very long 
or he will pine and even die. 

That’s the first thing to consider 
~besides cost—if you want a mynah 


bird. Mynahs need great affection, 
too. It’s as important to them as 
food. 

In return, you'll have a cheerful 
friend who, when you come home 
from shopping or the office, will 
greet you brightly with: 

“Hello, darling! How are you?” 

They’re costly, however. You can 
pay from $75 to $300 for a young, 
untrained bird. Mynahs with a large 
vocabulary have been known to 
bring $5,000. A famous businessman 
once offered us $10,000 for Raffles I. 


They’re Handsome 


EST-TALKING MYNAHS come from 

Malaya and Java. They’re lively 
birds with a white patch on each 
Shiny black wing. Their beaks are 
bright orange. Their name is pro- 
nounced mine-ah. 

Unlike parrots, mynahs borrow 
their owner’s voices. They learn by 
training—and by sounds they hear. 
Raffles II even imitates a squeak- 
ing door. | 
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They love you and will flirt with you. They’re crazy 
about children. 

But they’re afraid of animals and reptiles. A snake- 
like vacuum cleaner hose will send them into hysterics. 

Here’s a problem: they must be kept in a tempera- 
ture of about 75 degrees. Anything below 70 or above 
80 is hard on them. When I drive with Raffles across 
the desert, he has an ice bag in his cage. 

They love bathing, take showers twice a day. They 
love grapes and bananas. Raffles II gets orange juice, 
yolk of a boiled egg and grated carrot, lettuce, and 


a mash of carrot, banana and mocking bird meal. For > 


dessert, sometimes: a red chili pepper. 

After a mynah learns to sit on your finger without 
flying away, he may be allowed to fly around the house. 
It’s not safe to let them out of doors, since they get 
confused and lost. 

They’re little villains at times.

URING ONE TRIP from New York to California, I left 
Raffles II with a friend who I knew would show 
him lots of love and affection. 

My friend called me immediately, begging me to 
return. 

“Raffles is terribly sick,” she said. “All he does is 
cough.” 

I asked her to bring Raffles to the phone. I listened 
to his croupy cough. 

“Why, the little rascal,” I told my friend. “He’s 
making believe. That’s his sympathy cough!” 

Your own head may become your mynah bird’s 
favorite perch. One mynah in Greenwich, Conn., takes 
a shower every morning—on his owner’s head. 

One day when I was speaking in Constitution Hall, 
Washington, Raffles II flew from the stage and landed 
far back in the Hall on a man’s bald head. 

In distress, I hurried down the aisle and finally 
found Raffles. He looked up in total surprise. 

“HELLO, darling,’ he said. “How are you?” 

Mynah birds can be that impish! 

One warning: never let anyone talk you into hav- 
ing your bird’s tongue split to help him speak better. 
That is cruel and all wrong. No bird can talk with a 
split tongue.
